THE BATTLE. 


Recommendations of the President's Message 
~ Adopted by an Overwhelming Vote. 


The Leader of the Nation Authorized to Use the American 
Forces to Give Cuba Peace and Lodependence. 


FATEFUL ANNIVERSARY OF THE FIRING ON FORT SOUTER: 


Yesterday One of the Most Memorabie and Exciting Days in the History 
of the Lower Branch of Congress—Only Ninetesn Votes Against the 
Resolution Which Virtually Declares War Upon the Kingdom of Spain— 
Members Inaugurate Hostilities Upon the Fioor—A Disgraceful Scene 
in Which Representatives of Both Political Parties Mix—Murat Hal- 
stead’s Son Knocked Down—The Senate Foreig1 Relations Committee 
Reports—A Scathing Arraignment of Spain—3Brilliart Speeches by 
Foraker and Lodge—Will Act on the Committes Resolutions Tcday. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—The House 
of Representatives today, after one of 
the most exciting and memorable days 
in its history, by a vote of 322 to 19, 
adopted a resolution which nine-tenths 
of its members believes makes war 
with Spain inevitable. It is a fact 
which was grimly commented upon 
tcday by members, as they spoke of 
the future, that every war in which 
the United States participated began in 
April, and that today was the anni- 
versary of the fall of Fort Sumpter, 
which aroused the patrotic fever of the 
North and made the four years of civil 
strife a certainty. 

The resolutions adopted direct the 
President to intervene at once in Cuba, 
to restore peace and secure to the peo- 
ple of the jsland “a stable and inde- 
pendent government of their own,” and 


navy to execute the purpose of the 
resolution. Although only 19 members- 
15 Democrats, 3 Republicans and 1 Pop- 
ulist, dissented upon the final vote, the 
proceedings were marred by a bitter 
display of partisan feeling. 

During the height of the excitement 
the lie was passed between Mr. Brumm 
(Rep.) of Pennsylvania and Mr. Bart- 
lett (Dem.) of Georgia, and a disgrace- 
ful scene followed that almost de- 
scended to the level of a free fight. 
Order was finaly restored, and later 
the two members found that the alter- 
cation had arisen out of a misunder- 
Standing, whereupon there were mutual 
apologies. Later in the proceedings ihe 
Speaker was obliged to again call the 
sergeant-at-arms with his silver mace, 
the emblem of the House’s authority, to 
seat Mr. Johnson of Indiana, who was 
indignantly remonstrating against what 
he termed the “unnecessary war into 
which the country was being plunged.” 

Only forty minutes were given for 
debate, and special rules were required 
to get the resolutions before the House. 
The minority resolutions, which de- 
clared for the recognition of the exist- 
ing gcvernment of the insurgents, were 
voted down—1l47 to 190—but they se- 
cured the votes of three Republicans. 
Some stirring and patriotic sentiments 
were voiced duritg the debate, which 
lifted the galleries and the members to 
a high ?pitch of enthusiasm. 

Mr. Adams of Pennsylvania, acting 
chairman of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
misitee, and Mr. Dinsmore (Dem.) of 
Arkansas, the senior minority member 
of the committee, were the only mem- 
bers who had an Opportunity to speak 
directly to the resolutions, but Mr. 
Henderson of Iowa,- Mr. Bailey of 
Texas and Mr. McMillin of Tennessee, 
each made speeches upon the special 
order. 

The Capitol was again like a be- 
leaguered citadel. Thousands upon 
thousands swarmed into the corridors 
and galleries to witness the scenes and 
to hear the stirring oratory. The gal- 
leries of the House were a solid mass 
of humanity, and on the floors mem- 
bers in excited groups were discussing 
the situation. Mr. Adams, acting 
chairman of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, came into the hall with a copy 
of the Senate resolutions, and was im- 
mediately surrounded and forced to 
read them aloud to half a hundred mem- 
bers who gathered in the main aisle. 

Shomly before 8 o’clock Mr. Adams 
entered the hall with the report of the 
House committee. Instantly a hush 
fell upon the vast assemblage. The 
presentation of the resolution was the 
occasion of a wild outburst of applause 
from the galleries and the floor. It 
was evident that the war spirit was 
rampant. Mr. Adams asked unan!mous 
consent for the consideration of the 
resolutions, and Mr. Bailey reserved 
the right to object, saying that whether 
he objected or not was dependent upon 
whether a fair undestanding ‘to the 
length of the debate could be reached. 
The Speaker. Is there any objec- 
tion? 

“T ask for the regular order,” shouted 
Mr. Quigg (Rep.) of New York. 
Then Mr. Bailey entered an objec- 
tion in emphatic tones. The whole 
Democratic side rose en masse. —

Some cf the ladies in the gal- 
leries screamed hysterically. Members 
crowded toward the combatants from 
all quarters. They ran across the area 
in front of the Speaker’s desk an@ 
crowded up the adjoining aisles, clinch- 
ing, tugging, hauling at each other 
like mad men. It was like a free fight 
in the street. Shouts of anger and in- 
dignation were heard on every hand.

7:45 p.m.—Upon the reassembling of 
the Cortes Gen. Arolas, (retired) lately 
elected a deputy for Sancti Spiritus, 
Cuba, will introduce a bill to the effect 
that Spain should evacuate Cuba, re- 
serving her sovereignty and a yearly 
royalty, with an arrangement as to the 
debts. 

Don Carlos has issued a manifesto, 
in the course of which he says: “The 
Carlist, who, in the face of war with 
the United States would rise in arms 
against Spain, is a traitor. If war 
occurs all those who fight against the 
foreigner who insults us will deserve 
well of Carlos. 

“If the Spanish government does not 
ventufe into war, but permits the loss 
of Cuba, then Carlos, who do not re- 
spond to the voice of the King will 
also be traitors. If the government 
will not take up the glove thrown down 
by Washington the King himself will 
come to Spain; and if he cannot get 
soldiers he will get volunteers from 
the provinces to defend the honor of the 
country.”

NEW YORK, April 13.—The Times

PACIFIC COAST DEFENSE. 


Sixteen Vessels Rendy to Meet Span- 
ish Privateers Half-way. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—To protect 
the cities of the Pacific Coast from the 
ravages of privateers, the commission 
of officers known as the war or strategy 
board has recommended, and the Sec- 
retary of the Navy has arranged, to 
gather a gunboat fleet of some formid- 
ability in Pacific waters. } 

Reports have come by cable that the 
Spanish in Chile and Peru have made 
up funds to fit out privateers, and the 
known richness of the vessels in the 
Klondike trade is expected to attract 
many such craft to prey on the ship- 
ping of California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington. 

lt is not believed that any Spanish 
war vessel will get into the North Pa- 
cific, but the comparative freedom 
from danger of capture by cruisers, 
which would be less in the event of war 
in the Pacific than in the Atlantic, wih 
attract many privateers undoubtcdly. 

Accordingly, the Navy Department 
has sent orders that four revenue cut- 
ters shall be fitted as auxiliary gun- 
boats; that three steam tugs be pur- 
chased, and that three coast-survey 
and one fish-commission ship be con- 
verted into vessels for defending the 
coast. 

Directions have been given for the 
purchase of three tugs, which had been 
previously recommended for auxiliary 
purpo:es. These tugs are the Fearless, 
the Vigilante and the Active of San 
Francisco. They will be sent to the 
Mare Island navy yard for convers'on. 

It is intended to assign the Fearless 
to act with the Monadnock or the 
Montgomery in the defense of Puget 
Sound: She displaces 701 tons, and has 
a speed of thirteen and a quarter knots. 
The Vigilante displaces 300 tons, and 
has a speed of eleven and a half knots, 
and it is expected will operate in south- 
ern California waters with the Charles- 
ton. The displacement of the Active is 
266 tons. She can make twelve knots. 
It is probable she will be used for 
patrol service. ; 

The four revenue cutters to be used 
by the navy are the Perry, the Grant, 
the Corwin and the Rush, heretofore 
engaged in Bering Sea patrol work. If 
war should occur or the present situa- 
tion remain unchanged for another 
month, they will not go to Bering Sea 
this summer. 

Another vessel to be used as a gun- 
boat is the fish commission steamer 
Albatross. The coast-survey steamers 
Patterson, Hasler and McArthur have 
also been ordered to Mare Island on the 
recommendation of the war board. All 
these vessels will be given adequate 
rapid-fire guns, and while at the navy 
yard will receive some protection to 
vital parts—the boilers and machinery. 
With these eleven improvised vessels 
there will be no lack of war ships to 
defend the ports and commerce of the 
western coast. 

The cruisers Philadelphia and 
Charleston, the gunboat Yorktown and 
the monitors Monterey and Monadnock 
with the old Comanche, which may be 
pressed into service, are now at Cali- 
fornia ports, so that there would be a 
fleet of sixteen ships ready to defend 
San Franc'!sco, Portland and _ other 
cities from Spanish privateers. Among 
them are several good sea-going ves- 
sels, capable of proceeding to meet any 
Spanish vessel operating under letters 
of marque. 


NOT STUNG TO REPRISALS, 


Spain Will Await Something More 
Than the President's Message. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
MADRID, April 13, 3:30 a.m.—[By 
Atlantic Cahble.] The Cabinet meet- 
ing lasted five hours, and it is said 
was mainly devoted to the considera- 
tion of President McKinley's message 
to Congress on the Cuban question.

After disposing of Cuban affairs, the 
Premier, Sefior Sagasta, designated two 
of the Ministers to immediately draw 
up an address to the crown. 
‘The Minister of Foreign Affairs,

TRYING TO COMMUNICATE. 


Agents Can’t Get News Across the 
Gulf to the Insurgents. .

FORMIDABLE FORCE. 


Spanish Cruisers on the Move—Prob- 
ably to Join the Flotilla.

CHICAGO, April 13.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says 
that Spain’s two cruisers, the Vizcaya 
and Almirante Oquendo, which recently 
arrived at Porto Rico from Havana, 
have sailed from Porto Rico. It is un- 
derstood their destination is the Cape 
Verde Islands. 

In withdrawing the armored cruisers, 
Vizcaya and Almirante Oquendo from 
western waters, Spain thas acted in a 
manner which is approved by naval ex- 
perts, thinking of her interests, At the 
Cape Verde Islands they will join the 
armored cruisers Cristobal Colon and 


en route to that place, and the first 
torpedo-boat flotilla which, it is offi- 
cially stated, consists of the transport 
steamer Ciudad de Cadiz, torpedo-boat 
destroyers Furor, Terror and Pluton 
and torpedo boats Aricle, Azorax and 
Rayon. 

It is appreciated by the officials that 
the union of the four armored cruisers 
and the flotilla makes a formidable 
force, but it is, of course, impossible 
to prevent it at this time. 

It had been hoped by the officials 
that the American fleet would be able 
to catch and destroy the Vizcaya and 
Oqendo before they could join the 
Spanish fleet, and it is admitted that 
Spain acted with good judgment in di- 
recting them to proceed to the Cape 
Verde Islands. 

It is'admitted by the authorities that 
Spain has at her disposal a force which 
will prevent the American navy from 
gaining an easy victory, and if war 
should break out some hard fighting 
may be expected. 


DEMANDS ON LEE’S TIME. 


Invited to a Reception—Called into 
a War Council. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—At 10 
o’clock today a joint committee from 
the Union Veteran Legion and the 
Confederate Veteran Association of the 
District of Columbia called on Con- 
sul-General Lee at the Shoreham Ho- 
tel, and invited him to attend a pub- 
lic reception to be given in his honor 
at an early day. In response, the gen- 
eral said that he would rather not have 
a reception.

Several members of 
the committee afterward expressed the 
opinion that the general should not 
appear in this public way at this time. 
His appearance, they said, might be 
misinterpreted and give rise to criti- 
cism. It is altogether probable that 
the reception will not be held. 

During the committee’s conference 
with Gen. Lee, Sefior Palma, the head 


Sefior Quesada, the Washington repre- 
sentative, were introduced. The gen- 
eral shook hands with them in a for- 
mal way, but said nothing. 

At noon Gen. Lee visited the Navy 
Department, at the invitation of the 
strategic board, with whom he con- 
sulted. He was with the strategic 
board until 1:15 o’clock. At the con- 
clusion of the meeting, it was stated 
by those present that Gen. Lee and 
the members of the board had gone 
over the entire question of offensive 
and defensive movements in the event 
of hostilities, but no details, of course, 
were obtainable.

THE NICTHEROY. 
‘[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April 13.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Washington says 
admission is made at the Navy Depart- 
ment that the Brazilian cruiser Nic- 
theroy has been purchased = subject 
to an inspection by a naval conrmittee 
to be appointed by Minister Bruan. The 
Nictheroy, which is equipped with a 
dynamite gun, will, naval authorities 
say, be available for siege duty, pro- 
vided she is still in good condition. 
The Nictheroy was built at Newport 
News five years ago, and sold to Bra- 
zil six months after her completion, 
being converted for that government 
into a man-of-war. 

She is a steel vessel of 7080 tons dis- 
placement, and her one screw propels 
her at the rate of 19 knots an hour. 
Her engines and boilers are protected 
by coal and her armament consists of 
one 15-inch pneumatic dynamite gun, 
one 4-inch quick-firing gun; two 3.9- 
inch quick-firing guns, eight 6-pound- 
ers, ten 1l-pounders and four Howell 
torpedo tubes. 

By the terms of the contract under 

which she will be sold to this gov- 
ernment she will be delivered at any 
point on the coast of the United States 
that the department may designate. 
' There has been some talk in naval 
circles of holding the Nictheroy at 
Rio Janeiro until the arrival of the 
battleship Oregon and the gunboat 
Marietta at that point, so that they 
may shift a crew to her and convoy her 
to Key West. These vessels, however, 
will not reach Rio Janeiro in less than 
twenty-four days, and if war were to 
be declared in the mean time and the 
Nictheroy had become the property of 
this government, Brazil would be com- 
pelled to refuse to deliver her. 

If the Nictheroy should leave Rio 
and war should be declared a few 
days after her departure, the Officials 
say the Spanish government might 
send the torpedo-boat Temerario, 
which is still at Montevideo after the

NEW YORK, April 13.—The present 
policy of the State Department is in 
full accord with the precedents estab- 
lished by former administrations, and 
the general granting of letters of 
marque to privateers will not be ad- 
vocated in case of war with Spain, says 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Herald. 

While no authorative statement can 
be obtained on the subject, it is cer- 
tain the administration believes inter- 
vention in Cuba can be secured if Con- 
gress acts in accordance with the rec- 
ommendations contained in the Presi- 
dent’s message within the strict limits 
of international law, by reason of dam- 
ages sustained by citizens of the United 
States in the island of Cuba and by 
the United States itself in the loss of 
the Maine. 

The delegation to the President of 
the right to intervene would be in line 
with the powers granted in the cases 
of Algiers and Tripoli, and would carry 
as incidental to it, the right to grant 
letters of marque and reprisal and to 
use the government war vessels for 
purposes of reprisal, without giving 
Spain a just cause for a declaration of 
war and without constituting an act of 
war upon the part of the United States.

LONDON, April 14.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Times, commenting edi- 
torially this morning on the resolutions 
submitted yesterday to Congress, says: 

“They embody demands which can- 
not be addressed to a sovereign power 
without rendering negotiation and com. 
promise impossible. Even if they do not 
amount in form to a declaration of 
war, the resolutions are accompanied 
by violent and offensive reports offering 
gratujtous provocations to the Spanish 
government and people in the eyes of 
the civilized world. 

“The American case cannot but be 
seriously prejudiced by the manner in 
which it is now presented. We doubt, 
after vesterday’s scenes, whether Con- 
gress is a fit body to deal with a great 
national issue or to act as the avenger 
of wrong. The situation is that Con- 
gress has declared for war in every- 
thing but name, although without hav- 
ing defined, except in the vaguest man- 
ner, the objects for which it wishes to 
fight.’* 

Other editorials assert that America 
is heading deliberately for war, and 
that there is only the faintest chance 
now that the delay will still enable a 
peaceful solution. -

The resolution of the ma- 
jority does not propose to recognize the 
republic of Cuba, and the resolution of 
the minority does. The resolution of 
the majority does not force the Presi- 
dent to send our army and navy 
to back up this action imme- 
diately; the resolution of the mi- 
nority does. They differ as the 
poles. differ, and their differences 
ought to be shown and the Represen- 
tatives here given an opportunity to 
show which one of the resolutions best 
accomplishes the work to be performed. 

‘“*You have heard the President’s mes- 
sage. You know the spirit it breathed.

You know that there is no 
free Cuba in it, and yet you propose to 
turn over to him the army and navy 
and give him discretion to fight or not 
to fight, as he pleases. So far as I am 
concerned, and I believe I represent 
the members on this side of the House, 
we are not only in favor of free Cuba, 
but we intend that the President shall 
not stand in the way of that freedom.” 
[Loud applause on the Democratic 
side. ] 

Mr. Henderson, in closing the debate, 
criticised severely the position taken by 
Mr. Bailey, who had, he said, presented 
a singular spectacle here today. He 
had attempted again and again to 
force action in the House on his own 
statement under any circumstances, on 
any bill and at any time. 

“And now he pleads for time,’ he 
said, “because the Senate is going to 
deliberate, and urges that as an argu- 
ment, and winds up by wanting us to 
call the roll now. I regard the attempt 
to make partisanship out of this great 
national question as unwise. [Cries of 
“Oh!” on the Democratic side.] When 
he attacks the Chief Executive and the 
Republican party for dereliction in the 
care that had been taken in making 
contracts with every ‘powder manu- 
factory in the country preparing shot 
and shell to overcome the difficulties 
that have been forced upon the coun- 
try in the past by false policy, he is 
unjust to himself,( to the party, to the 
President. We have examined with care 
the great dangers that confront us. 

“We have weighed, as has the Presi- 
dent, with brain and heart the whoté 
question, and all that confronts the 


country in settling the great problem. 


That has been done wisely, and if 
done wisely and well, it is well it were 
quickly done. Now, we are here for 
action, and I want to say fhat, with 
scarcely a dissenting voice, we are 
ready for the roll-call in this House.”’ 
[Applause on the Republican side.]

THE SENATE DEBATE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—War be- 


tween two powerful nations was the 


sole topic of discussion in the Senate 
today. Such excitement, suppressed 
though it was; such a feeling that the 
country was on the verge of events 
that would make history for all time 
to come; such eloquent and impas- 
sioned oratory, and isuch keen and 
brilliant repartee have never been 
&nown in the Senate! since the days 
when the country was convulsed into 
the greatest war of modern times. Not- 
withstanding the throng in the gal- 
leries, that semi-circular chamber was 
almost as silent as if it were deserted. 
Conversation was conducted in low 
whispers. 

A full quarter of an hour before the 
Senate was convened, Mr. Davis, chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, entered the chamber and quietly 
went to his seat in the center of the 
Republican side. He carefully placed 
on his desk a bujky package, which. 
all intuitively knew to be the fateful

resolution and report from his com- 
mittee on which peace or war might 
hang. The Senate chamber filled rap- 
idly, and when the. Vice-President’s 
gavel fell nearly every Senator was at 
his desk. Scarcely five minutes had 
elapsed after the session convened 
before the Vice-President recognized 
Mr. Davis. An instant hush fell over 
the chamber. Mr. Davis presented to 
the Senate the resolutions and report 
from his committee, and requested 
that they be read. The report was a 
terrific arraignment of Spain and her 
a yet so eager were all to hear 
every word that not the slightest dem- 
onstration occurred throughout the 
reading. 

Following the presentation of the re- 
port, and after Mr. Hoar of Massachu- 
setts had insisted that consideration 
of the resolution go over till tomor- 
row on a point of order, came two of 
the most remarkable speeches yet de- 
livered on the Cuban question. 

Mr. Foraker of Ohio and Mr. Lodge 
of Massachusetts, both impassioned 
and brilliant orators, presented differ- 
ent phases of the Cuban situation. 

Mr. Foraker advocated the direct rec- 
ognition of the independence of’ the 
Cuban republic, and with an eloquence 
and vehemence seldom heard in the 
Senate splendidly maintained his posi- 
tion. A sharp colloquy between him

Mr. Lodge followed with an appeal 
for action in preservation of the na- 
tional honor and in wiping out the 
stain of the “atrocious murder” in Ha- 
vana Harbor. His words so reached the 
heart that the galleries were ‘swept 
with a tremendous wave of applause. 

Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky concluded 
the discussion for the day with a pow- 
erful speech, in which he advocated 
the recognition of the Cubans and a 
concert of action between the insurgent 
army and the United States troops in 
driving the Spanish forces from the 
island of Cuba.

GHN. LEE’S TESTIMONY.

WASHINGTON, Apil ‘13.—The Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee did 
not begin business until 11 o'clock to- 
day, and the meeting was understood 
to be merely formal, as the essential 
work of preparing its report and for- 
mulating the resolutions to be pre- 
sented had been practically completed 
yesterday. There were some additions 
to the report on account of Gen. Lee’s 
testimony, but these were not material, 
as his statements did not add any- 
thing to the committee's real stock of 
information. It was felt, however, 
that his statement would be valuable 
in rounding out and completing the 
report and in supporting the commit- 
tee’s position. His opinions were in 
line with those of the majority of the 
committee, and were highly valued. 
.. The statement in Gen. Lee’s testi- 
mony which had an influence with the 
more radical pro-Cuban members of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lation was to the effect that the present 
Cuban government was a government 
on paper only. He said, however, that 
he had no real facts on the subject, 
and that this was merely an opinion. 
Gen. Lee also said that it was not 
true that the lights in Havana went 
out on the night of the explosion. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—SENATE. 
—The following is the majority resolu- 
tion reported to the Senate by Senator 
Davis, immediately upon the convening 
of the Senate at noon today: 

“Whereas, the abhorrent conditions 
which have existed for more than three 
years in the island of Cuba, so near our 
own borders, have shocked the moral 
sense of the people of the United 


tion civilization, culminating, as they 


“have, in the destruction of a United 


States battleship, with 266 of its officers 
and crew, while on a friendly visit to 
the harbor of Havana and cannot 
longer be endured, as has been set forth 
by the President of the United States 
in his message to Congress of April 
11, 1898, upon which the action of Con- 
gress was invited; therefore 

“Resolved, first, that the people of 
the island of Cuba are and of right 
ought to be free and independent. 

“Second, that it is the duty of the 
government of the United States to 
demand and the government of the 
United States does hereby demand that 
the government of Spain at once relin- 
quish its authority and government in 
the island of Cuba and withdraw its 
land and naval forces from Cuba and 
Cuban ‘waters. 

“Third, that the President of the 
United States be, and he is hereby di- 
rected and empowered to use the entire 
land and faval forces of the United 
States, and to call into actual service of 
the United States the militia of the 
several States to such an extent as may 
be necessary to carry these resolutions 
into effect.” 

The report of the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Relations on the Cuban sit- 
uation was also made by Senator Da- 
vis, chairman of that committee, and 
Was a very thorough review of the en- 
tire situation and a strong presentation 
of facts which has led the committee 
to its conclusions. The report takes 
up the Maine disaster as the leading 
topic for consideration and plunges into 
that.question jn jts first sentence, which 
is as follows: 


battleship Maine, of two of her officers 
and 264 of her crew in the harbor of 
Havana on the night of February 15 
1898, excited to an unprecedented degree 
the vompassion and resentment of the 
American people.” 

Continuing, the report says: 

“Manifestations of that resentment 
were suspended, although the feeling 
Was not allayed by the self-restraint of 
our people, who determined to hold 
their judgment in suspense concerning 
their ultimate action until an official 
investigation should disclose the cause 
of that great disaster and enable them 
by direct or circumstantial testimony 
to impute the responsibility therefor. 

“That investigation has been made. 
It was conducted with judicial thor- 
oughness and deliberation. The diffi- 
culty of demonstrating by conclusive 
proof the efficient personal cause of 
that sinister event was the usual one 
of exposing plotted and mysterious 
crimes. No such difficulty, however 
obscures its official and responsible 
cause,” ‘ 

The committee says that the explo- 
sion itself of the Maine was linked with 
a series of precedent’ transactions 
which cannot in reason be disconnected 
from it. 

“With animus by Spain so plainly 
apparent that no one can even plausibly 
deny its existence, it is merely one 
reason: for the conclusion to which the 
investigating mind must come in con- 
sidering the entire subject of the re- 
lations of the United States with that 

It is the opinion of your 
committee that the destruction of the 
Maine was compassed either by tke of- 
ficial action of Spanish authorities or 
was made possible by a negligence on 
their part so willing and gross. as to 
be equivalent in culpability to positive 
criminal action.

Concluding, this portion of its presen- 
tation, the committee savs: “The 
duplicity. perfidy and cruelty of the 


Spanish character as they always have 
been, are demonstrated still to continue 
by their manifestations during the 
present war in Cuba. All these circum- 
stances, considered cumulatively, war- 
rant the conclusion that the destruc- 
tion of the Maine was cempassed either 
by the official act of the Spanish au- 
thorities (and the ascertainment of the 
particular person is not material.) or 
was made possible by a negligence on 
their part, so willing and gross as to 
be equivalent in culpability to positive 
criminal action.” 

In taking up the more general sub- 
jects the committee expresses the opin- 
ion that the United States ought at 
once to recognize the independence of 
the people of Cuba, and also ought to 
intervene, to the end that the war and 
its unexampled atrocities shall cease 
and that such independence shall be- 
come a settled political fact at the 
earliest possible moment by the estab- 
lishment by the free action of the peno- 
ple of Cuba, when such action can be 
had, of a government independ@nt in 
fact and form. 

The committee asserts that the cause 
of Spain has continually grown weaker 
while the cause of the insurgents has 
grown stronger, and says that the few 


do not supply a tithe of Spain's losses 
caused by battle and disease. The 
western portion of the island is spoken 
of as a desolation created by Spain, tn 
which portion of the island alone she 
exercises a sovereignty. Calling atten- 
tion to the policy of Spain, the com- 
mittee says that over two hundred 
thousand persons have been killed as 
a result of this action, and adds: 
“There has been no distinction of sex 
or age in this protracted and torturing 
massacre. The children of this gener- 
ation have been starved to death and 
the immolation of womanhood has de- 
stroyed the possibility of p sterity. 

The opinion is expressed that It was 
the intention of the contriver of this 
policy to depopulate the island and re- 
people it with Spaniards. It is also as- 
serted that the Spanish government 
has violated the laws of civilized war- 
fare in the slaughter of the prisoners 
and the massacre of sick and wounded. 

The committee discusses at some 
length the two propositions for the 
recognition of the independence of Cu- 
bans and of intervention. They say 
that because of the attitude of the 
United States, this gevernment has 
placed itself in concurrence with the 
acts of Spain ever since the beginning 
of the war, and that we have in spirit 
of forbearance submitted to many bar- 
barities perpetrated by Spain upon our 
citizens which, under reeognition, would 
have had no warrant in jnternational 
law and would have afforded just 
ground of procedure by this govern- 
ment. Hence it is claimed that there 
has been no real neutrality throughout 
the entire war, as Spain has had free 
rights of purchase in this country, while 
the Cubans have not had such rights. 
The committee places the cost of our 
policing of the seas in the interest of 
Spain at $2,000,000. - 

The conflict of the opinion among 
jurists upon the subject of intervention 
is very great. Arntz maintains that 
the right of intervention exists when 
one State violates or threatens the 
rights of another State, while on the 
other hand Guizot declares that one 
State has the right to intervene in an- 
other State only when its own safety 
renders it indispensable. Between 
these extremities of opinion, differences 
among publicists are various and ir- 
reconcilable. Quoting from Prof. Hall 
and others in support of the right of 
‘intervention in cases similar to that of 
Cuba, the report states as follows: 

“If these opinions state the correct 
rules, as we believe they do, the right 
of intervention of the United States in 
the presentinstance is undoubtable. The 
‘balance of power’ and the Monroe doc- 
trine are both policies of intervention 
to be effected in certain contingencies 
in furtherance of national politics and 
to justify which no canon of interna- 
tional law was ever evoked. The for- 
mer has profoundly affected the rela- 
tions of the European States and the 
independence of many of those sov- 
ereignties. The latter has kept the 
powers of Europe out of the American 
continents ever since it was promul- 
gated. It was a distinct announcement 
that the United States would intervene 
under certain expressed circumstances 
in the affairs of every Central Ameri- 
can and South American State. The 
United States did intervene by threat 
and show of force in the affairs of 
Mexico and France, and compelled the 
evacuation of that republic by a Euro- 
pean power whose own prior interven- 
tion in Mexican affairs had overthrown 
a republic and established a monarchy 
upon the ruins. No publicist has ever 
asserted that either of these policies 
is part of the law of nations. 

“Further justification for intervention 
in the present case.is found in the 
fact that it is the only means of extir- 
pating an otherwise incurable and dan- 
gerous evil. 

“The conduct of the European pow- 
ers respecting Turkey has been pur- 
Suant to the policy which impels one 
nation to intervene in the affairs of 
another State to stop cruelty and mas- 
Sacre and if necessary to depose it 
from sovereignty. The fact that Spain 
is a Christian State does not give her 
greater warrant to exterminate her 
Subjects than Mohammedan Turkey 
possessed to exterminate hers. The re- 
cent intervention of the European 
powers in favor of Turkey and against 
Greece in her endeavor to assist the 
Cretan insurgents is familiar history. 
So, also, is the intervention of the same 
powers which checked the advance of 
the armies of Turkey into Greece. 

The committee then quotes from the 
messages of President Cleveland 
December 17, 1896, and from President 
McKinley's message of December 6, 
1897, in Support of the committee's con- 
tention that the attitude of the United 
States toward the present question has 
been based on the right of interven. 
tion in certain contingencies, 

“These declarations,” the committee 
Says, in conclusion, ‘‘more than im- 
plied that this government would inter- 
pose in the event of failure within a 
reasonable time to conquer the insur- 
gents or to induce them by conces- 
sions of home rule to lay down their 
arms, 

“They have not been subdued. The 
autonomy proffered was specious and 
illusory.

No reparation has been 
made for this act, although it has been 


A justi- 
fiable cause for intervention has «been 
afforded by the barbarity with which 
Spain has conducted her military oper- 
ations; by her slaughter of captured 
insurgent soldiers, and her extermina- 
tion of not less than 200,000 of her own 
non-combatants—men, women and chil- 
dren—by driving them from their homes 
into places of concentration, and there 
suffering them to die of starvation and 
disease. 

“In 1893 there were $50,000,000 of prop- 
erty in the island of Cuba belonging to 
the citizens of the United States. Much 
of this has been destroyed, and much of 
that destruction has been by the acts 
of Spain. The destruction of the 
mainder she has been unable or unwill- 
ing to prevent. The claims on file in 
the Department of State against Spain 
for indemnity for this destroyed prop- 
erty are about $16,000,000 in amount, 

“The military officers have levied con- 
tributions upon American planters as 
the price for the preservation of their 


re- 


estates and the continuance of their 
agricultural operations. In 18923 the 
commerce of the United States with 


Cuba had reached the annual sum of 
nearly $100,000,000. Since that time it 
has been substantially annihilated by 
the methods of Spanish military and 
civil maladministration,” 

The minority report is very brief, and 
recognizes in so many words the inde- 
pendence of the republic of Cuba, It 
is signed by Senator Foraker (Rep.) 
and by Senators Morgan, Turpie, Mills 
and Daniel, Democrats. The other six 
members of the committee support the 
majority report, and the proposition 
to eliminate the recognition of the 
present government. :

an affirmative form. 

“One of his "negative recommenda- 
tions,” Senator Foraker said, “is that 
notwithstanding he finds and _ states 
to us that the effort of Spain to sub- 
due and conquer the insurgents in Cupna 
has been futile, we shall continue to 
deny to the people of Cuba and alsv 
to the government established by the 
insurgents of Cuba, a recognition of 
independence.” 

Mr. Foraker then entered into a 
comparison of the President’s recom- 
mendations and the recommendations 
of the committee, stating that while 
there were some differences of opinion 
as to What should be done, they were 
in accord as to the main great pur- 
pose. 

As to the form and character of tn- 
tervention, the committee differed from 
the President, believing that the time 
had come when no further negotiations 
were in order, and the ¢commit*tee head 
provided for action immediate and 
specific, “as they believed to be in 
character and keeping with the desires 
of the American people in ‘respect to 
this matter.”” Mr. Foraker declared 
that the recognition of the independ- 
ence of a people struggling for freedom 
Was always a ‘question of fact, as of 
The facts as to Cuba, he said, 
already established, not only 
from newspapers and other sources of 
information, but from  Presidentia! 
messages, and especially and particu- 
larly from the very able report of the 
chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. These facts as to Cuba, 
Mr. Foraker reviewed at length. 

Continuing, he declared that when- 
ever the struggle on the part of a 
sovereign to recover lost authority had 
ceased to be attended with a reason- 
able hope or expectation of success,

“Tl am against a declaration of war, 
but I prefer giving the President the 
power to intervene. I am agains. recog- 
nizing the government of the insurgent 
republic, because the President of the 
United States in his high responsibility 
has advised Congress strongly against 
it. The President has nothing to do 
but to ask Mr. Palma to the- White 
House, and the Cuban republic stands 
up erect and recognized. We may 
safely trust that power to the President. 

“When we authorize the President to 
intervene and use the army and navy 
of the United States, we create a State 
of war. No one can be more averse 
than I; no one can deprecate more than 
I any act which will plunge the coun- 
try into war. If one year azo last Jan- 
uary we had recognized their independ- 
ence they would have establishe$d their 
independence themselves. _ But these 
propositions passed by the Senate were 
smothered by a wisdom that I shall not 
question. I have also for many years 
advocated a powerful navy and strong 
eoast defenses. I have advocated them 
because 1] believed in them was the 
guarantee of peace. If we had today, 
as we ought to have, twenty battle- 
ships and a hundred torpedo poai’, 
there would not have been a Cuban 
question. We have not been ‘brougat 
here by chance and by clamorous pvi- 
iticians, or by yellow journalism. We 
are face to face with ‘Spain today in 
the fulfiillment of a great movement 


| which has run through the centuries, 


Out of the war which Spain wages. and 
the manner in which she wages it, has 
come starvation and the destruction of 

“Spain is on her death=-bed, huried in 
debt, bleeding at every vein from the 
revolution in her colonies, and her offi- 
cers and officials rob her, dying, as she 
is, in the eyes of the world. We asked 
Gen. Lee yesterday, when he was be- 
fore us, if the $600,000 said to have been 
appropriated by Spain.for the use of 
the reconcentrados would reach them, 
or would be spent on the Spanish sol- 
diers, for they are starving there, and 
his reply was: ‘It will never reach 
either of them. The officials will take 
it all on the way.’ That is what is go- 
ing on in Spain just as it was when Git 
Blas had his adventures. That is why 
Cuba has rebelled. : 

‘The sentiment of the American peo- 
ple, in my judgment, is for peace. We. 
are essentially a peace-loving, peace- 
cherishing people, but there is a senti- 
ment in the American people that is 
above and beyond their love of peace. 
I mean among the great mass of our’ 
peeple whose eyes are not blinded by 
the glitter of too much wealth. Among 
these people there is a strong sentiment 
for peace, always, but it can only be 
peace with honor. They cherish very 
deeply the pride in being an American, 
and they do not want to see that name 
tarnished or brought to ignomy or dis- 
honor. 

“If war must be@—I hope and I pray 
that it may be avoided—no nation ever 
went to war on higher grounds or from 
nobler or from. more disinterested mo- 
tives. War is here, if it is here, by the 
acta of Spain. 

“And now, in conclusion, what of the 
Maine? I am so merely human that 
that ship is nearer my heart than any. 
thing else. Suppose she had gone down 
t her death in an English harbor, 
blown up as she was, carrying her 
men with her, what.do you think would 
have been the voice of England—that 
land of Nelson? I believe if it had hap- 
pened in an English port, England 
would have said: ‘We regard this with 
horror: we believe that it must have 
heen an accident, but it happened in 
our harbor, under our flag. If you 
think otherwise, name the reparation 
that you want.’ 

“Such, I believe, would have been the 
reply of England. Such, I believe, 
would have been our reply or of any 
ofthe great powers. Look now at Spain. 
She has done nothing but to slander 
the dead officers and the living officers 
of the Maine. Her Ambassador at 
Rome said but a week ago to all 
i\Europe in a published interview, that 
that ship went down because her cap- 
tain neglected her and waa not on 
board. | 

“We have the evidence of Capt. Sigs- 
bee before our committee as to the 
character of the examination which the 
Spanish made—trivial, slight, careless.— 
done for a form to back up a story 
which they had already made up thelr 
minds to stand by and put forth.

The House of Representatives yes- 
terday, by an almost unanimous vote, 
adopted resolutions declaring for the 
freedom and independence of Cuba, 
@emanding that Spain shall imme- 
diately withdraw her land and naval 
forces from Cuba and Cuban waters, 
and empowering and _ directing the 
President to employ the entire land 
and naval forces of the United States, 
{f necessary, to carry these resolu- 
tions into effect. Resolutions of sim- 


-Ylar import were introduced in the 
Senate, but went over until today. 
That they will be adopted by that 


body before the close of today seems 
altogether probable, for they express 
the views of an overwhelming. major- 
ity of the Senators. Under the rules 
of the Senate, action can be deferred 
for a time, but delay is not probable, 
‘and the resolutions are sure of adop- 
tion in the very near future,.in any 


event. 
This action by the _ legislative 
branch of the government, which.

shall have been adopted, 
action by both houses of Congress 
will be necessary to give full effect 
and validity to the policy declared in 
the resolutions adopted by each house. 
Concurrent action will be merely a 
matter of form, and will not be likely 
to cause a delay of more than twenty- 
four hours, and may, in fact, be had 
almost immediately. So soon as con- 
current action is taken, a state of 
war will exist, though actual hostil- 
ities may not begin immediately. 

However strenuously the would-be 

‘eritics of the President may strive to 
make it appear otherwise, the action 
taken and to be taken by Congress is 
in line with the spirit and the letter 
of the President's message. The only 
respect in which it differs is in the 
specific recognition of Cuban inde- 
pendence. But even such recognition 
is so plainly implied in the President's 
message that no unprejudiced man 
ean truthfully deny it. 
has already pointed out, the Presi- 
fent’s recommendations point logi- 
rally and irresistibly to Cuban inde- 
pendence—to the establishment in the 
island of a stable and sovereign gov- 
ernment, and to the crushing of Span- 
ish sovereignty in Cuba. 

To all intents and

AN UNSEEMLY BROIL. 

The turbulent scenes enacted in the 
House of Representatives 
were disgraceful. They would have 
been disgraceful at any time, but were

“doubly so at-a time like the present, 


which is a history-making epoch. 
The eyes of the whole world are upon 
the American Congress, and that body 
should so comport itself that the 
scrutiny to which it is subjected will 
afford as little ground for criticism as 
possible. 

Upon the American Congress de- 
volves at this time the gravest duties 
and responsibilities that can arise in 
the life of a nation. War is a mo- 
mentous and most serious undertak- 
ing. The Congress is about to take 
action which is tantamount to a 
formal declaration of war against 
Spain. Such action as is taken should 
be taken deliberately. That which is 
done should be done decently and in 
order. It is no time for dissension, 
for bickering, for personal recrimina- 
tion. The gravity of the responsibil- 
ity resting upon Congress should 
steady the hands and clear the brains 
of every member of Senate and House. 
All minor. differences of opinion 
should be subordinated to the para- 
mount and vital issue. It is essential— 
or at least it is in the highest degree 
desirable—that the action taken by 
Congress in the Cuban matter should 
be harmonious and as nearly as possi- 
ble unanimous. Our cause will be 
immeasurably strengthened by such 
unanimity. It would be greatly weak- 
ened, by discord and strife in the leg- 
islative branch of the government. 

There is no adequate reason for se- 
rious dissensions in Congress. The 
disgraceful scenes cf yesterday, in the 
House, had their origin in causes so 
trivial that they would have been 
ridiculous if the gravity of the situa- 
tion had not made them so deplor- 
able. There is practical unanimity 
in both houses of Congress. on the su- 
preme issue of armed _ intervention 


and Cuban independence. The only 
real differences of opinion relate 
merely to matters of minor detail. 


Such being the case, no time should 
be lost in fruitless bickerings and the 
bandying of childish personalities. 
The judgment of the majority shou'a 
be deferred to. Those who differ from 
the majority in matters of detail 
should’ cheerfully and patriotically 
vield to the will of the majority, and 
should unite with it on the main ques- 
tion to insure unanimous. action.

There has been much speculation as 


to the true significance of Milton S. 


Greene’s persistent efforts to boom 
U. S. Grant, Jr., for Senator. The pub- 
lic has been somewhat skeptical as to 


‘Greene's ability to fill the role of king- 


maker, unaided, and his close personal 
relations to Senator Perkins naturally 
suggested that the latter was the real 
instigator of the movement. Some Cis- 
claimers were given out, but they were 
generally received with a large allow- 
ance of salt. Meantime, Greene’s mis- 
sionary work was vigorously pushed. 
He showed himself an adept in the 
usual methods of political advertising, 
and hisoprotegé was started on a tour 
of the State. 

It cannot be said that Grant has 
aroused any degree of enthusiasm as 
yet. While he is undoubtedly a man 
of good character, respected among his 
townsmen, he has achieved no impor- 
tant public act, nor has he shown him- 
self possessed of those qualifications 
that a United States Senator should 
have. That he is the son of a great 
father is by no means enough. Nor is 
it a sufficient argument that he has at 
his command ample means to enter 
the Senatorial race, and to maintain, 
in the event of his election, sucn @ sSv- 
cial standing at Washington as befits 
a Senator from California. 

The suggestion has been freely made 
that Senator Perkins would strongly 
prefer to have the next Senator come 
from the south, for the reason that 
this would materially enhance Senator 
Perkins’s chances of a reélection when 
his term expires four years hence. If 
a northern man were chosen this time, 
the south would certainly demand a 
Senator four years later, and the de- 
mand could scarcely be ignored. 

Furthermore, it is a matter of gossip 
that Senator Perkins is by no means 
so friendly to Bulla’s candidacy as the 
friends of the latter have been led to 
believe. Many of Bulla’s friends pri- 
vately admit that his campaign has 
reached its high-water mark, and they 
incline to the belief that he has shown 
the full strength: of his hand. They 
have been seriously disturbed by the 
Grant-Greene campaign, realizing that 
it threatened a material defection from 
the Bulla ranks. Indeed, Grant is 
claiming that he is sure of the support 
of four counties in Southern California. 

While Bulla undoubtedly rendered 
Service to Senator Perkins in the lat- 
ter’s fight for reélection last year, the 
Senator probably takes the ground, in 
his cold-blooded way, that the debt 
has been fully paid. Bulla has since 
made several small requests of Sena- 
tor Perkins, and they have been 
granted. Any further demands on Bul- 
la’s part might be considered as in the 
nature of a political or private over- 
draft. 

It was rumored that the visit of Billy 
Hamilton, who is now in the city, had 
some bearing upon the Senatorial sit- 
uation, and the theory was advanced 
that he had come to help-in Bulla’s 
fight. But Hamilton insists that his 
visit has no political significance, and 
that he came merely because of the 
+“ health of his son, who accompanies 

m. 

While all this gossip is going the 
rounds, it may be well to remember 
that if Southern California is to have 
the next Senator, the people will have 
something to say as to his selection. 


It is increasingly obvious that the 
present county officials who are ex- 
pecting to be renominated will en- 
counter very strong opposition. It is 
safe to say that the majority of them, 
at least, will be disappointed. In the 
country, especially, the opposition to 
giving the occupants of the Court- 
house a second four-year term is pro- 
nounced. The country districts appear 
to be preparing for a general advance 
upon the hill, and any officials who ex- 
pect to successfully withstand the on- 
slaught must commence building 
abattis and be well entrenched. 

While the city will outnumber the 
country in the next Republican County 
Convention, there is a general feel- 
ing that the distribution of offices 
must be a fair one and that the coun- 
try must receive its full proportion. 

The most ‘conspicuous country can- 
didates as yet in the field are Jim 
Rieves of Downey, who seeks the nom- 
ination for District Attorney, and 
Barnes of Pomona, who is a candidate 
for County Recorder. If Barnes gets 
the solid support of the Pomona dele- 
gation, as now seems probable, he can 
count upon support from other coun- 
try districts, and will be a formidable 
candidate. 

Rieves is also a strong candidate in 
the race for the District Attorney- 
ship. In any combination of the coun- 
try districts he will probably be on 
the country slate. He has taken an 
active part in previous campaigns, and 
has the reputation of being a good law- 
rer. 

‘ At present his strongest competitor 


| is R. A. Ling of the First Ward, who 


is making an energetic campaign. By- 
ron Oliver is also.an avowed candi- 
date, but while he has some friends, 
the impression prevails that he will 
be more eligible when he has served 
a longer apprenticeship, both in the 
party and in his profession. 

Several of the city candidates for 
county offices have advanced the propo- 
sition that County Clerk Newlin should 
be regarded as a country candidate in 


‘the next convention, despite the fact 


that he has lived in the city for the past 
four years. They argue that he lived 
in Whittier when nominated in 1894, and 
that he moved into Los Angeles only 
because the law compels the County 
Clerk to be a resident of the county 
seat. Newlin himself declares, how- 
ever, that he has made his home in the 
city and expects to remain here, and 
is wherefore a city candidate. The ques- 


tion is of interest only in determining” 


the distribution of nominations between 
city and country, and its importance 
is entirely dependent upon the strength 
of Newlin’s candidacy. As yet no 
other candidate has made an’ active 
fight. against him: While Newlin has 
discharged the duties of his office ef- 
ficiently, he has no cinch upon a re- 
nomination. He has some following in 


the country, but it is not strong in the 


city. He is a kinsman of that dis- 
ex-bcss, Hervey Lindley. 

There are several county officials 
whose record will aid them strongly in 
their efforts to secure a renomination, 
though it is still a questian whether 
any argument of this character will be 
sufficient to overcome the opposition to 
a second four years’ term. County 
Auditor Bicknell is an apt illustration. 
His conduct of his office has won strong 
commendation. The work of the. de- 
partment has been conducted in a busi- 
nesslike manner and has been free 
from all suggestions. of political influ- 
ence. But these are not always poten; 
considerations in a county convention.

Mr. Lodge. Mr. President, I thank 
the Senator from Maine for recalling 
to me the testimony of Gen. Lee. on 
that point vesierday. They rejoiced in 
Havana, and they explained the explo- 
sion by throwing it upon our officers, 
slander@i¢ their character and. denying 


their words. We cannot take money 
for the dead men of the Maine. 
There is only one reparation, 
There is only one monument to 


raise over that grave, and that is free 
‘Cuba and peace in that island, That 
is a worthy monument, worthy of men 
who died under the flag they loved. 
Died in the cold language of the law— 
“In line of duty.” : 

“There are mutterings . among the 
men who wear our uniform because 
they think vou have not striven to re- 
dress the awful slaughter of their com- 
rades, You must maintain the honor 
of the uniform under which they died. 
Surely there is no more righteous cause 
than this for any nation to ask justice. 

“I care but littl what form of words 
we adopt. I am ready qo yield my 
opinions to those above me in Congress. 
Still more ready am I to defer to the 
Wishes of the Executive who stands 
and must stand at our head, but I want 
now to arm that Executive with powers 
which will enable him in the good prov- 
ince of God to bring peace to Cuba and 
exact justice for the Maine.’ 

Mr. Lindsay followed Mr. Lodge in 
a stirring speech. He held that unless 
the independence of the Cuban republic 
were recognized, the United States by 
intervening would make itself liable 
for all the debts for which the revenues 
of the island were pledged. 

On motion of Senator Daniel the 
Benate adopted a resolutiorwcalling for 
all diplomatic correspondence with 
Spain, and specifically asking if this 
government had submitted to Spain a 
proposition fer Cuban independence. 
and if so, how and under what condi- 
tion. i 

HOAR REFUTES LINDSAY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Mr. Hoar 
inquired whether Mr. Lindsay knew of 
any person of influence who proposed 
to place the Cuban people under re- 
straint by our armies. In reply Mr. 
Lindsay read from the President's mes- 
sage that paragraph in which he spoke 
of placing restraint upon both parties 
to the conflict of Cuba. 

Mr. Hear said he did not believe ten 
men in this country held the opinion 
which Mr. Lindsay had preferred to 
put in the President's mouth. He said 
the United States could no more be 
held responsible for the debts of Cuba 
on account of interferifig than could 
a fireman be held responsible for the 
mortgage on a house on which he had 
endeavored to extinguish a fire. 

Mr. Lindsay said, in conclusion, that 
the United States was bound to inter- 


vene in behalf of the Cubans by all 
good faith and national honor. The 
separation of Spain from Cuba was 


made inexoralle by the logic of events 
and by a dispensation of fate. 

Mr. Chandler announced that when 
the Foreign Relations Committee res- 
olution was called up tomorrow, he 
would object to the consideration of 
any other business until the resolution 
Was disposed of. 

After passing a large number of pri- 
Vate pension bills, the Senate, at 5:20 
p.m., adjourned. 


HOUSE FOREIGN COMMITTEER. 


Democrats Unable to Agree With 
the Republicans. 
JASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs went into 
session at 10:20 o'clock this morning. 
Representatives Dinsmore, Clark, Wil- 
liaams and Berry of the Democrats 
were present. It was expected that a 
final agreement would be reached, and 
the committee report to the House 
probably within two hours after the 
opening of today’s session. Just before 
the full committee got together the 
Democrats held a private meeting and 
decided en what they would stand out 
for. Fhe Democratic members of both 
the Senate and JTiouse committees were 
in close communication throughout the 
mecting. The Democratic members, be- 


fure going to the meeting, expressed 
the opinion that there would. be no 


change in their attitude insisting upon 
immediate intervention and recognition 
of the Cuban insurgents. 

At 11:15 o'clock the committee took a 
recess until 1 o’clock. The Republicans 
had agreed, and the recess was taken to 
allow the Democrats to consult the 
leaders with the hope that unanimous 
action might be had. 

tepresentative Dinsmore, the lead- 
ing minority member of the committee, 
Was deputed to get together a; number 


of representatives, Democrats and 
Populists and silver men, from the 
floor to consult with them as to their 


following the policy the minority may 
adopt. Representatives McMillan of 
Tennessee, Savers of Texas. Cochran 
and Dockery of Missouri of the Demo- 


crats, Beli of Colorado of the Popu- 
Mists and Hartman of Montana of the 
Silver Republicans were.among those 
called. They immediately went into 


the meeting of the minority and began 
an earnest deliberation over the Demo- 
cratic Cuban policy in the House. 

There was much difference apparent 
fn reconciling their views. and at 11:30 
o'clock a minority member said the 
Democrats hoped to have an agree- 
ment early, but intimated that there 
Was still trouble ahead. Representa- 
tive Bailey of Texas, the floor leader 
of the Democrats, made a long and ear- 
nest appeal for united action on a 
ftrong party policy. Representative 
Shafroth of Colorado (silver Rep.) and 
other Democrats joined in the confer- 
ence. 

At 1:39 o'clock the majority of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
agreed to the following joint resolution: 

“Resolved, That the President is here- 
by authorized and directed to intervene 
at once to stop the war in Cuba. with 
the purpose of securing permanent 


/ peace and order there and establishing. 


by the free action of the people thereof. 
a stable and independent government of 
their own in the island of Cuba: and the 
President is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to use the land and naval 
forces of the United States to execute 
the purpose of this resolution.” 

The minority members of the com- 
mittee agreed to report a minority reso- 
lution. The Republicans decided to pass 
their resolution without debate. The 
Republican members of the committee 
awaited the adjoinment of the Demo- 
cratic conference to convene the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. They 
insisted on an immediate report of their 


joint resolutions, which was dehated. 
The Democratic members withdrew 
from the committee-room to prepare 


a report of their own, being unable te 
agree fully with the conclusions of the 
Republicans. 

The majority report accompanving 
the resolution was very brief. After 
piting the various resolutions that were 
before it, it says the present one js re.

Committee on Foreign ‘Affairs of the 
House of Representatives, having con- 
sidered the méssage of the President 
of the United States, which was trans- 
mitted to Congress on Monday, April 
11, 1898, and on that day. referred to 
said committee, submit the following 
report to the House of Representatives: 

“We recommend the following reso- 
lutions as a substitute for the resolu- 
tions submitted by the majority of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs: 

“Resolved, that the United 
government hereby recognizes the inde- 
pendence of the republic of Cuba. 

“Second, that moved thereto by many 
considerations of humanity, of interest 
and of provocation,. among which are 
the deliberate mooring of our battleship 
Maine over a submarjne mine and its 
destruction in the harbor of Havana, 
the President of the United States be 
and he is hereby directed to employ im- 
mediately the land ahd naval forces of 
the United States in aiding the repub- 
lic of Cuba to maintain the independ- 
ence hereby reeognized, 

“Third, that the President of the 
Ivnited States is hereby authorized and 
directed to extend immediate relief to 
the starving Cubans. 

“In support of the first resolution, 
guided by motives of humanity and of 
interest, influenced by divers provoeca- 
tions, among which are the deliberate 
mooring of our battleship, the Maine, 
over a submarine mine, its ruthless de- 
struction in the harbor of Havana and 
the death of 266 seamen, we submit the 
facts to the House, to our countrymen 
and to the world. 

“For more than a, quarter of a cen- 
tury, With snort intervals, a revolution 
has been in progress in Cuba destroying 
our commerce and causing financial loss 
to our citizens and unprecedented mor- 
tality among the contending factions. 
For more than three years the Cuban 
patriots have struggled for freedom 
with courage, fortitude and self-abne- 
gation unexcelled in the annals cf the 
human race. These people are our near 
neighbors, closely connected with us by 
ties of business and of friendship. In 
their aspirations for liberty they have 
been animated by our . example and 
have modelled their. form of govern- 
ment upon ours. 

“During these three years the Spani- 
ards haye butchered the people, starved 
helpless women, children and old men 
by hundreds of thousands and have 
wasted the island by fire and sword in 
Violation of all the rules of civilized 
warfare. These acts “of barbarous 
cruelty have filled the American peo- 
ple with horror, and they are praciically 
unanimous in favor of recognizing the 
independence of the government estab- 
lished by that brave and heroic people 
by the expenditure of so much treasure 
and so much blood, and our people will 
be satisfied with nothing less. 

“The ‘government which the Cubans 
have established has all the forms of a 
republic, and is a republic, in fact, 
based on manhood suftrage, executive 
and legislative departments in full ope- 
ration and with a judicial department, 
perfect as far as the exigencies of the 
situation permit. They levy and col- 
lect taxes, disburse large sums of 
money, conduct a postal system, main- 
tain an army of 30,000 men in the field, 
have defended themselves successfully 
against 225,000 Spanish soldjers, 185,000 
of whom are in hospitals or in their

This 
being the case, the sooner we act, the 
better for all concerned, thereby put- 
tinganend to the sacrifice of human life 
and the destruction of property. We 
urge the unequivocal recognition of the 
independence of the Cuban republie 
because the Cuban patriots merit such 
recognition by their valor and prowess 
in arms; because recognition is -the 
piaih, honest, courteous, manly course, 
and will remove from the minds of all 
men any suspicion that we are prepar- 
ing- a war of eonquest and to annex 
the island from motives of sordid greed 
or as the beginning of a policy of jm- 
perial aggrandizement. 

“We urge the recognition of the ex- 
isting republic because, under inter- 
national law, only an existing govern- 
ment can be recognized, and because 
recognizing the present republic we 
lift from the minds of the Cuban 
patriots the fear that we will force 
upon them a government which they 
do not want: we urge, because without 
such recognition in the event of war 
between Spain and the American re- 
public it would be a war against Cuba 
also, for until the recognition of her 
independence she is, in the contempla- 
tion of international law, still a part 
of Spain. 

“Recognizing the independence of the 
republic will give the Cubans credit 
among the nations of the world. there- 
by enabling them to use all their re- 
sources to the utmost, and- will influ- 
ence men of other countries to retn- 
force the Cubans with the assurance 
that. they will be treated as soldiers, 
and will not be ‘hanged as traitors, 
filibusters or pirates in the event of 
capture. We urge the passage of the 
second resolution providing for armed 
intervention as a necessary logical se- 
quence to the recognition of the inde- 
pendence of the Cuban republic. Facts 
must be observed as they exist, not 
as we would have them, and one of 
the most potent or patent facts of the 
s{tuation is that Spain refuses to realize 
What ae the rest of the world knows 
to be trve, that Cuba has passed from 
her control forever. This being the 
case she will hold on with the strength 
of despair to fragments of the island 
as long as possible, thereby perpetuat- 
ing the process of starvation, arson 
and extermination wherever she can 
and by occasional forays ravishing the 
country adjacent to her garrisons. 

“We have no doubt our simple recog- 
nition of the republic of Cuba would 
enable the Cubans themselves to ulti- 
mately expel the Spaniards from every 
portion of the islands. Armed inter- 
vention on our part would end the 
agony of the brave people, save thou- 
sands of them from death, and speedily 
close the most disgraceful chapter in 
the history of the Western Hemisphere 
We owe this duty to ourselves no lean 
than to the Cubans. We recommend 
the adoption of the third resolution to 
feed the famished Cubans, as 
ef mercy and humanity.

MADRID, April 14.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Imparcial (Independent) 
rakes the President's message for? ard 
aft, and suggests that it suppresses the 
truth, and turns disdainfully away ap- 
pealing to the government io “unite 
all Spaniards by bold action.” 

Continuing, the Imparcial says: ‘The 
Ministers must see that each act of 
weakness will beget a-fresh American 
insult. McKinley scarcely notices the 
armistice except to tell the insurgents 
that should peace not result from it, in- 
tervention will follow. In other words, 
‘don't yield.’ Let Spain send her fleet 
to Cuba. Let the truth be known, and 
So soon as it is known the insurgents 
will surrender. Honor and common 
sense demands that course.” 

El Correo, the organ of Sefior 
Sagasta, says: ‘The Madrid press is 
unanimous in its unfavorable judgment 
upon President McKinley's message, 
and public opinion has received the 
document with marked hostility. Spe- 
cial indignation is caused by the clause 
referring to intervention and by the 
hypocritical lamentation over Cuban 
misfortunes.” 

El Epoca (Conservative) says that a 
reading of the message reveals the fact 
that “while originally written in a war- 
like tone, it was subsequently softened 
don.’

T. M. R. A person who takes 2 deed 
to jand not in good faith, believing that 
the grantor has title to the land but 
for the express purpose of asserting 
color of title, cannot invoke the doc- 
trine that one entering upon the land 
under color of title given by 1 deed 
has constructive possession to ihe cx- 
tent of its boundaries. Thus, if a per- 
son, in lack of good faith, intentionally 
takes a deed from a stranger having 
no title and asserting no claim for the 
sham purpose of adding a constructive 
possession of a larger tract to an actual 
possession of a smaller tract, he can 
obtain no advantage thereby—in no 
just sense can he be considered as 
entering upon claim to title founded on 
his deed. So a deed void on its face 
is not a basis of title; except that a 
deed void for uncertainty in descrip- 


tion merely may give color of title, so | 


that possession under it for a sufficient 
length of time will perfect title under 
the statute of limitations. 


M. R. D. (1.) Parol evidence will be 
allowed to interpret the powers con- 
ferred by a power of attorney, but not 
for the purpose of entering them or 
conferring others not enumerated. 

(2.) An agent or attorney cannot, in 
the exercise of power delegated, bind 
the principal by any act beyond or be- 
side it; but he may perform such. sub- 
ordinate acts as are usually incident 
to or necessary to effectuate the object 
expressed.

L. T. O.~ Before the discovery of the 
gold mines, California was exclusively 
a grazing country. Its only wealth ex- 
isted in vast herds of cattle which were 
pastured exclusively on  uninclosed 
lands.

T. M. R. From domestic service ren- 
dered by the wife of one partner, all 
living in the same house, the law does 
not imply a contract to pay for the 
service. 


A. D. P. Where goods are wrongfully 
taken the owner may waive the tort 
and sue for the value of the goods as 
goods sold and delivered. 


c. A. R. An attaching creditor can 
acquire no greater right than the debtor 
has at the time property is attached; 
and if the property is in such a situa- 
tion that the debtor has lost his power 
over it, or if he has not yet acquired 
such interest in it or power 
over it as to permit him to dispose of 
it adversely to others, it cannot be at- 
tached for his debt. 

And so to attach tangible property or 
garnish a credit, it is essential that the

ADVANCING DESERTS, 


CAN THEIR MARCH BE STAYED 
. BY MAN? 


And Can They Be Reclaimed ?—How 
Whole Peoples Have Been Driven 
from Their Habitat by the En. 
croachments of the Sand-God. 


[FROM A SPECIAL CONTRIBUTOR.] 

The greatest physical problem which 
donfronts the United States is the 
reclamation of arid land. It is a sub- 
ject which can well enlist the attention 
of the most intelligent of our people, 
especially as it is an evident fact that 
unless man can wipe out the deserts, 
the deserts will in time destroy the 
continent. 

The first problem for us to solve is 
the forces which join to create a desert. 
When we now the forces of nature op- 
posed to us, we will be in a better posi- 
tion to provide the means of curing the 
evil. To find these forces we must turn 
to astronomy and physical geography 
rathen than to geology. From astron- 
omy. we learn that through the friction 
of the condensation of ‘“‘world stuff’’ jn 
the form of nebulae, great heat was 
generated. So terrific was this heat 
that all the water on the globe was 
held in vapor form. But something 
like fourteen million years ago the heat 
so far decreased that a crust began to 
form upon the earth. In time the 
waters began to descend and seas and 
rivers form. From that time on the 
earth has continued to radiate heat, the 
inner temperature consequently stead- 
ily decreasing. That is a picture of 
the past. We are not without a pic- 
ture of the future. The moon, taken 
originally from the body of the earth, 
possessed all the conditions of the pa- 
rent body save size. Its smallness gave 
it the property of passing far more rap- 
idly through the stages of development. 
Its heat diminished, until its waters lay 
continuously upon the planet, and just 
as that planet threw off its heat it was 
able to absorb the water, until the sur- 
face was perfectly dry. But that was 
not all. When the water had all been 
absorbed the great spongy globe drank 
up its very atmosphere. Then came a 
period of intense cold, and the moon 
had become a dead planet. That is the 
picture of the inevitable future of the 
earth. But as it has taken fourteen 
million years, at the least calculation, 
to bring our earth to its present stage 
of development, the question of future 
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trend toward death is not threatening 
the immediate destruction of the race. 
And yet the importance of the question 
of rescuing the deserts is more pressing 
than might be thought. 

Recognizing the fact that it is inevit- 
able that the earth will eventually

pecially favorable conditions for the

is tocome. We find such conditions, in 
fact, in every desert. We see, more- 
over, that the tendency to death in- 
creases rapidly in the territory about 
deserts. The great African desert is 
Spreading. In Asia, within historical 
periods, deserts have spread to include 
territory formerly very productive. In 
our own Southwest we have the ruins 
of great cities where now the same 
number of people could not maintain 
life without resort to modern methods 
for developing water. We know that 
those people must have been driven 
from the land by the encroachments of 
the desert. We see, moreover, in our 
north winds, bearing their burdens of 
sand, the manifestation of the greed of 
the desert for extension. Our little nook 
of Southern California would long ago 
have succumbed to the death spot, in 
all probability, had it not been for the 
wall of mountains about it. We cannot 
fail to see the encroachments of the 
deserts in that wide stretch of arid 
country which reaches eastward to the 
Mississippi River, northward to the 
Dakotas, westward to the Sierra Ne- 
vada Mountains, and southward into 
Mexico. Much of that vast empire 


which is not yet to be called desert is: 


rapidly tending in that direction, and 
we can believe that to be its inevitable 
fate unless rescued from its present 
tendency. But the problem is, how 
can that be done? 

It is evident that a dry and barren 
surface will present no opportunity for 
the evaporation of water, and without 
evaporation there can be little rainfall. 
The topography of the country may be 
such as to permit little moisture to 
drift in from the seas, and conse- 
quently we have the fact that the 
greater the need for rain theless will 
be the supply of rain. The parallel of 
this assertion is that the greater the 
supply of moisture the greater will be 
the supply of rain. 

If my theory is correct that deserts 
are the first manifestation of the death 
of the world, through the absorption of 
moisture by the globe, we can expect to 
find many underground streams in the 
deserts, and that is just what is being 
found in innumerable cases. Some of 
the most productive artesion wells of 
the country are in the heart of deserts. 
The development of these wells, the 
moistening of the surface of the earth, 
the increase of evaporation, the utiliza- 
tion of the waters of rivers, will have 
no effect in staying the absorption of 
water by the globe, but they will have 
the effect of preventing the unequal 
dying of the earth. There will be no 
death spots until the water of the earth 
is well-nigh exhausted, and when we 
reflect on the literal oceans of water, 
we can see that there are yet a num- 
ber of years to come before the thirsty 
earth will drink it all. Meanwhile the 
rescuing the desert, we can know that 
every step in development tends to- 
ward a better supply of water in the 
future from natural causes and in neg- 
lecting to rescue the desert we can 
know that every sand-laden tempest of 


wind is the militancy of death.

George Calladine, Oliver Lefevre and 
Wife in Custody—Warrants Out 
for Three Others. 


TWO TOOK ORE AND SKIPPED. 


THEFT TRACED BY GOLD DUST 
SOLD TO MERCHANTS, 


Heat Helps Fruit Crop. but Dam- 
ages Hay and Grain—Factional 
Republicans in Astoria—Car- 
goes for Russia,

RANDSBURG, April 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] George Calladine and 
Oliver Lefevre and his wife were ar- 
rested today, charged with stealing 
ore from the Yellow Aster Mining Com- 
pany. Warrants are out for three 
other parties, but two of them, Jim 
Adams and another man, skipped out 
last night, taking over $600 with them. 

These men were all miners working 
on the Yellow Aster and Trilby mines. 
The ore was very rich, worth as much 
as $2 per pound. The officers found 
a sack of ore in one of the houses 
searched, the upper portion of which 
was filled with potatoes and onions. 
This ore was in packages, just as car- 
ried from the mines, and was glittering 
with gold all over. 

Mr. Singleton’ estimates that they 
havé been losing $2500 a month for 
some time past. The theft was traced 
up, by the wives of some of the men 
implicated selling gold dust to the 
merchants; and then Lambert, night 
watchman of the town, worked up the 
whole scheme. | 

It is supposed that quite a number 
are implicated. George Calladine was 
the night-shift boss, and was paid $15 
extra last month for supposed ‘vigi- 
lance in handling such rich ore. Sev- 
eral more arrests will be made tonight, 
and the miners are much excited. No 
bonds have been given yet, and the 
parties are in custody.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 13.—At 7 
o'clock last night, the steamer Arcat, 
bound in from Coos Bay, sighted the 
British bark Willscott, under jury rig, 
ten miles off Duxberry reef. The tug 
Reliance was immediately dispatched to 
aid the vessel and succeeded in towing 
her into port this morning. The Will- 
scott’s anchor was dropped off Meiggs’s 
- wharf, where the ship now lies, a sorry 
sight to mariners. 

The Willscott is seventy-one days 
out from Hioga for Puget Sound, but 
she was unable to reach her destina- 
tion. She was sighted by the British 


ship Conway in the latter part of Feb-. 


ruary. The Conway reported a vessel 
in sore distress about eighteen .hun- 
dred miles west of San Francisco, but 
owing to extremely heavy weather, no 
assistance could be rendered the ship 
in trouble. | 

The Willscott is about as badly dam- 
aged as she could be without being 
rendered a total wreck. She was struck 
by a hurricane on February 13 and 
completely dismasted, jury masts were 
supplied, but the wreckage of rigging 
and spars trailed over her _ battered 
sides’ when she passed the bar this 
morning. 


ONE LAST EFFORT. 


Railroad Commission to Investigate 
as to Maintenance.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 13.--The 
California State Railroad Commission 
has decided to,make,one last effort 
to regulate the freight and passenger 
business of the roads doing business in 
this State. The members of the com-

as they would be a commission in name 
only. 

The resolution adopted by the com- 
mission requires the officers of the 
Southern Pacific Company and all its 
leased lines to appear before the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners May ll.

interest on their investment.

DOUBLE CONVENTION. 


Factional Republicans in Astoria 
Have a Lively Session.

ASTORIA (Or.,) April 13.—The scene 
in the Republican convention of the 
Second Congress District today was 
the most exciting ever witnessed in a 
convention in Oregon. Two chairmen 
and two secretaries on the same plat- 
form conducted rival conventions 
amid the greatest confusion, pande- 
monium reigning for nearly half an 
hour until one convention adjourned till 
2 p.m., and the other remained in ses- 

sion for some time longer. 

The rest of the day was spent in an 
effort to get the committee together 
again.

The seating of 
the Simon delegates tonight in the 
district convention, it is thought, will 
give them a decided advantage in the 
contest before the State convention, 
which meets tomorrow. T. C. Geer, a 
farmer of Marion county, will probably 
be nominated for Governor by acclama- 
tion.

ALL FOR LOVE. 


A TRAGIC ROMANCE OF THE 
ORIENT. 


Dr. Bow Sun Loses His Life Because 
He Helped a Chlacse Girl Escape 
from a Den, 


A VICTIM OF HIGHBINDERS. 


HE CALMLY PREPARED FOR THE 
END, REFUSING ALL AID, 


Story of How He Loved and Lost. 
His Cousin’s Wife—Inquest to Be 
Held Today—A War of the 
Tongs is Imminent. 


The Chinese doctor, Bow Sun of San 
‘Francisco, who was assassinated on 
Marchessault street on Monday night 
by unknown “highbinders,”’ died at the 
Receiving Hospital at 8:20 o'clock last 
night. 

For many hours before his death Bow 
Sun knew that his span of life was to 
be very brief. He was shot through 
and through with a 4l-caliber bullet 
from a rifled revolver, and the wonder 
fo the physicians who attended him in 
consultation was that he survived: his 
wounds even for a day. Yesterday 
morning Police Surgeon Hagan called 
several surgeons in consultation in Bow 
Sun’s case, and it was decided that 
an operation was the only thing that 
could prolong his life and that the re- 
sults of such an operation as was con- 
templated would be very problematical. 
Bow Sun, himself a doctor, refused 
positively to submit to an operation, 
and his relatives, Ung Wing and Ung 
Quong, both wealthy Chinese of this 
city, and who were present at the con- 
sultation, also entered a protest against 
it. 


Bow Sun said he was about to die and | 


no operation would do him good. This 
he told his relatives and then, after the 
doctorsleftused his remaining strength 
in telling his relatives what he wanted 
dne with his body an dhis wealth, for 
Bow Sun is a_ welthy Chinese. He 
gave the friends the most careful direc- 
tions as to what to do, and undoubtedly 
told them why he was killed and at 
whose behest. 

Along toward evening a number of 
Chinese arrived at the Receiving Hos- 
pital with raiment of silks and velvets 
and furs and, despite all protests, pro- 
ceeded to dress Bow Sun from head to 
foot. Silken socks were placed upon his 
feet; underwear of silk and fine linen 
swathed his form over the bandages 
hiding the ugly wound. Then came the 
flowered, purple silk trousers, with the 
ankle string tied in the Liaon knot. 
The silk jackets followed, then the fur 
waistcoat and lastly, the blouse of silk. 
On his feet were fixed his silk em- 


broidered sandals and on his head was. 


placed the silk cap with the crown but- 
ton of Bow Sun’s rank among his peo- 
ple, a rank far greater than that of an 
ordinary doctor. 

After being dressed, Bow Sun was 
given his fan, which he clasped in his 
right hand, folding it across the left 
on his breast. By the side of his head 
were placed three pekils in Chinese 
money, and then his friends, holding in 
their hands the red cloth which was to 
cover his face when dead, stood asida@ 
and watched their countryman die. Had 
the rules of the Receiving Hospital per- 
mitted it, punk would have been 
burned with prayer papers, but Police 
Surgeon Hagan forbade the ceremony, 
and so the prayer slips were slipped 
into Bow Sun’s blouse instead. 

It was a question which were the 
most impassive, the men who stood 
watching Bow Sun die or Bow Sun, who 
was dying and who knew it. None 


of them spoke, except the murdered . 
man, and he only to refuse further min- | 


istrations by the hospital attendants. 


He knew he was to die; he had “set 


his house in order;’’ he had willed his 
wealth and left the legacy of his death 
to be avenged by his society, hence he 
was ready. 

Up to the last Bow Sun was conscious. 
Within a few minutes of his death he 


talked to the Chinese about him in- a 


voice wonderfully strong ‘for a dying 
man. When the end came he simply 
closed his eyes and died, cl&sping iis 
fan in his hands and resting his cheek 
on the money that will pay his way 
to the realms of Confucius. 

The Chinese wanted to take the body 
away, but the Coroner will hold an in- 
quest, and possibly an autopsy, first, al- 
though the latter will be strenuously 
opposed by the Chinese. 

As stated, Bow Sun‘ was no ordinary 
Chinese. He was educated as a physi- 
cian in his own country, and came to 
the United States nearly two years 
ago, establishing an office for. the 
practice of his profession in the ‘upper 
story of a building at No. 710 Dupont 
street, in San Francisco. He was suc- 
cessful in acquiring @ good, paying 
practice, and soon won the respect and 
esteem of the better element among 
his countrymen. Highly educated in 
the schools of the Orient, he had been 
in this country but a few months when 
he took up the study of the English 
language. For this purpose he engaged 
the services of an educated Spanish 
woman, and two hours each day were 
given up by Dr. Bow Sun to the study 
of English. He made such good pro- 
gress that in a few months he was 
able to carry on a conversatidn with 
his teacher without the aid of an in- 
terpreter. 

It was while attending a patient that 
the romance entered into the life of 
Dr. Bow Sun that ended in the tragedy 
Which resulted in his death tonight. 

In one of the alleyg of Chinatown in 
San Francisco, in the house of Su Ho 
You, there lived a “‘little-foot’’ Chinese 
girl named Fung Hee. Bow Sun fell 
in love with her and soon proposed 
marriage. This she told him could not 
be. She had a husband in China, 
and when she told him who it was, 
Bow Sun learned that the woman he 
loved was related to him by marriage. 
Her husband in China was his cousin. 

He found that her life here was not 
a happy one, and that her place in the 
house of Su Ho You was not what it 
should be. He also learned that an- 
other Chinese was paying her atten- 
tions, much to her dislike. Her pro- 
tests were unavailing, and life became 
unbearable. She went to Bow Sun for 
assistance. He was pleased to help 
her, and one night sh@ left the house 
of Su Ho You. Next day she sailed 
across the Pacific on a steamer for 
Hongkong. 

Su Ho You was furious when. he 
learned that pretty Fung Hee had left 
his house and returned to her home 
in China. Hes made the usual claim that 


Fung Hee was in his debt to the 
amount of $1500, and he wanted his 
money. It was an easy matter for 


him to learn that Bow Sun had been 
the means cf sending Fung Hee back 
to her native land, and of the doctor 
he demanded $1500, and. began the 
methods usual among the highbinder 
class, of enforcing demands. 

At first he resorted to a constant

Dr. Bow Sun's life was threatened 
if hé did’ not pay the money Su Ho 
You demanded. Threats did not en- 
force the payment of the money, but”

SCHOOL SANEPRATION, 


Semi-annual Inspectien of Schools 
Now Being Made, 

The semi-annual inspection of . the 
public sehools for the purpose of as- 
certaining their sanitary condition, is 
now being made by Héalth Officer 
Powers, assisted by School Superintend- 
ent Foshay. The work will be com- 
pleted by tomorrow and a special meet- 
ing. of the Board of Health will prob- 
ably be called for the purpose of act- 
ing upen the report of the Health Of- 
ficer before sending it to the City Coun- 
cil. 

Six months ago Dr. Powers presented 
a report in which he pointed out a 
number of instances where the health 
of the school children was endangered 


by defective ventilation and the ab- 
sence of sewer connections at some of 
the buildings. As far as he has gone 


in his present inspections he has found 
that some of the defects have been 
remedied, but a number of them still 
remain. These will be described in 
the report which he will make to the 
Board of Health. 


UNDER THE HEALTH BOARD, 


Plumbing Inspector to Be Trans- 
ferred to Health Department. 
An ordinance will be presented at 
the next meeting of the City Coun- 
cil which, if adopted, will cause a com- 
plete change in the Plumbing Inspec- 
tor’s department. That officer has 
heretofore been indirectly under the 
Building Superintendent, the work of 
the two being .closely related, and 
necessarily much of it is done together. 
The proposed ordinance will take the 
matter of plumbing out of the hands 
of the Superintendent of Buildings, and 
will place it under the control of the 
Board of Health. The reason ad- 
vanced for making this change is that 


firoper sanitation in buildings depends 


more upon the plumbing than upon any- 
thing else, and as the Health Board 
looks after the sanitary condition of 
the entire city. it would be proper 
that they have charge of the plumb- 
ing. It is not as yet settled whether 
the inspector shall be made an inde- 
pendent officer under the Board of 
Health or whether he will be made 
subordinate to the Health Officer. In 
the same ordinance a number of amend- 
ments to the plumbing ordinance will 
be proposed. - All of them will relate 
to the construction of connections and 
matters of detail in the proper equip- 
ment of buildings with drain pipes,

Michnel Greengard to Be Arrested 
for Contempt of Court—Trial of 
Ed Welch and Frank Harris for 
BRurglary—The Defendants Plead 
an Alibi. 


When the case of Ed Welch and 


‘Frank Harris, charged with burglary, 


came up for trial yesterday morning be- 
fore Judge Smith, Asst. Dist.-Atty. Wil- 
liams stated that ‘he desired to call the 
names of witnesses for the prosecution 
to see whether or not they were all pres- 
ent. The calling of the list showed that 
witness Michael Greengard was absent, 
Mr. Williams said that Greengard’s tes- 
timony was of great importance to the 
prosecution, 
had purchased the stolen goods, and 
asked for a continuance on that ground. 
Judge Smith was not ready to grant a 
delay, as two of the witnesses present 
came from Santa Barbara, and a con- 
tinuance would mean an additional 
expense of $200 to the county. 

“Where is this man Greengard?”’ 
asked Judge Smith. “Was he not regu- 
larly subpoenaed?” 

Mr. Williams answered that the re- 
turn showed Greengard had been regu- 
larly subpoenaed. Detective Steele, who 
was in the courtroom, volunteered the 
statement that he thought Greengard 
had skipped out of the city to avoid 
testifying. There has been a very 
strong suspicion that he acted as a 
“fence” for the stolen property, and he 
probably thought that it would be made 
too interesting for him at the trial..

TEXT CF THE BILL INTRODUCED 
BY CONGRESSMAN WHEELER.

The Reserves to Be Divided into 
Three Classifications and in 
Regular Order Will Answer the 


Call for Service, 


The following is the text of the bill 
to provide for the organization of Vol- 
unteer Reserves to the land and naval 
forces of the Uniied States, as intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives 
by C. K. Wheeler, one of the mem- 
bers from Kentucky, on April 4, and 
referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs and ordered to be printed: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assem- 
bled that all persons who are duly 
qualified for tne military or naval 
service and who have enrolled them- 
selves or may hereafter enroll them- 
selves in /the voluntary association 
known as ‘The National Volunteer Re- 
serve, in the several States and Ter- 
ritories, and in the District of Colum- 
bia shall be organized as provided by 
the laws and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the land and naval forces, 
and the muster rolls of all such or- 
ganizations shall be deposited in the 
babe’ and Navy departments, respec- 
ively. 

“The members of the volunteer or- 
ganizations shall be divided into three 
classes— first, second and third. 

“The first class, to be styled ‘The 
First Reserve,’ shall be subject to the 
first call for service in time of war 
or invasion, and the second and third 
classes, to be known as “The Second 
and Third Reserves,’’ respectively, 
shall be subject to the second and fol- 
lowing calls to fill the ranks in the 
organization to which they belong. 

“Section 2. That the adjutant-gen- 
eral of the army and the adjutant-gen- 
erals of the several States and Terri- 


_tories shell take charge of and carry 


into effect the organization herein pre- 
scribed. All officers of and below the 
grade of colonel in the military re- 
serve and of captain in the naval re- 
serve shall be appointed by the gover- 
nors of the States. Higher officers will 
be-appointed by the President when 
necessary. 

“The muster roll of the Volunteer 
Reserve shall be revised on the “first 
day of January in each year by the 
addition of members who have vol- 
unteered during the year and the 
erasure of those who have died or 
have become disabled. 

“See. 3. That the Public Printer 
is hereby authorized and directed to 
print blank forms and other official 
matter necessary to the administra- 
tion of the National Volunteer Reserve 
upon the certificate of the Executive 
Committee that such printing is neces- 
sary; and all such printed matter and 
all official communications necessary 
to the enrollment of men and other 
business of the National Volunteer 
Reserve may be transmitted through 
the mail under the frank of its exec- 
utive officers subject to the penalties 


provided by law.”’ -

Desert Land Swindle. 


PASADENA, Cal., April 12, 1898— 
{To the Editor of the Times:] Some 
time ago, while going along one of the 
principal streets in your city an eld- 
erly lady handed me a circular de- 
scribing a tract of government land 
in San Bernardino county, known as 
Apple Valley,. and offering fer the 
modest sum of $50, to locate anyone 
on a quarter section of this land, and 
then later I’ saw an article in your 
paper from a correspondent, describing 
the same piece of property, which went 
into fuller details in regard to it, de- 
scribing it as being as level as if 
graded, with an abundance of water. 

As this article in your paper was 
not over the head of some real estate 
firm or agent, that might profit by such 
statements, I thought it ust be all. 
right. So a friend and I went out there 
last week to take up a quarter section 
of this excellent land. We took the 
Santa Fé train for Hesperia, and on 
our arrival there asked one of the 
natives to direct us to the place, which 
he did, but added that we were only 
two out of more than a hundred “‘suck- 
ers’’ that had already bit at the glit- 
tering bait. Some of those that went 
there tried to do something with. the 
land, but as there was no water to 
be had nearer than Hesperia, which is 
twelve miles away, and on accounut of 
the elevation cannot be. piped there, 
they could do nothing with it. 

One man dug a well to the depth of 
200 feet before he struck any moisture 
whatever, and then the water only 
filled in about six inches, and was dry 
in a week, so he gave up in disgust. 

The mountains around the valley are 
perfectly dry and barren with not even

name of Potes is booming the place, 
has been the means of sending 
a great many people there.

My object in exposing this fraud 
is that I see there is an excursion ad- 
vertised to leave Los Angeles on the 
‘0th of this month for Hesperia, giving 
home-seekers an opportunity to take 
up some of this land, and I would 
advise those that have given the mat- 
ter any thought to give up the idea 
of going out there, and thus save them- 
selves that expense. If the place had 
any redeeming features I would have 
had nothing to say against it, but it 
has not, so I give your readers the 
facts as I found them.

SECTARIAN EDUCATION, 


LIVELY DEBATE IN THE LOS AN- 
GELES PRESBYTERY. 


Samuel McKinley Opposes Denomi- 
national Colleges, and Dr. Gor- 
don is Afraid of Science—Busi- 
ness of the Session. 


The second session of the annual con- 
vention of the Los Angeles Presbytery 
was opened in the Third Presbyterian 
Church yesterday morning by Modera- 
tor Charles M. Fisher. The Revs. H. 


Pp. Wilbur and W. J. Arnold were ap- 


pointed temporary secretaries, Further 
consideration was given to the report 
of the Rev. J. H. Stewart, chairman of 
the provisional session of Westminster 
Church, which had been presented the 
evening before, relative to the adjust- 
ment of the affairs between that church 
and the Central Church. The settle- 
ment finally agreed upon, which seems 
to meet with the approval of all par- 
ties interested, is as follows: The 
church property at Figueroa and 
Twentieth streets, together with $4000 
cash, to be immediately turned over by 
the trustees of the former First Pres- 
byterian Church. Of this sum $3000 to 
be paid to the Central Church; $1060 
and the church property to go to the 
F'rst Church (formerly the Westmin- 
ster.) The church property to be used 
one year by the First Church without 
rental, at the end of which. time the 
First Church is to purchase the prop- 
erty for the sum of $20,000, assuming 
the mortgage, the purchase price to gu 
to the Central Church. 

The remainder of the morning session 
was devoted principally to routine 
business, receiving of the treasurer’s 
report and reference to the Auditing 
Committee; appointment of Rev. O. F. 
Wisner to fill vacancy on Foreign Mis- 
sions Committee; receiving. by letter 
members from various other presby- 
teies; among them the Revs. John R. 
Jones of Sioux City, W. V. McLaugh. 
lin of Iowa City, Charles R. Stevens of 
Philadelphia, Isaac N. Waterman. of 
Benicia. After answering satisfactorily 
the theological questions propounded 
to them they were received and their 
names enrolled. The following were 
also invited to sit as corresponding 
members: Revs. Edwin Hayes of Stock- 
ton, J. W. McLauren of Sacramento, J. 
A. Hana of Willamette, F. A. Wilbur 
of Columbus. The Rev. Wade Hamil- 
ton of the Los Angeles conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church 
(South) was present as a fraternal del- 
egate, and addressed the convention as 
such, to which response was made by 
the moderator on behalf of the pres- 
bytery. Rev. J. M. Thompson was dis- 
missed by letter to the presbytery of 
Olympia, Rev. Hiram Hill to Sacra- 
mento, and the Rev. E. R. Farrand was 
installed as pastor of the Boyle Heights 
Church. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, 

The meeting was opened with prayer 

by Moderator Fisher. 


Delegates to represent this presby- . 


tery in the general assembly were 
elected as follows: Rev. Guy M. Wads- 
worth Rev. Robert B. Ewing D.D.; 
Rev. James B. Stoops, Rev. Robert B. 
Tavlecer. 

The following alternates were chosen; 
Rev. L. F. Laverty, alternate for 
Wadsworth: Rev. J. A. Gordon, D.D., 
alternate for Ewing: Rev. Dimmock, 
alternate for Stoops; Rev. J. O. Junker, 
alternate for Taylor. 

The Rev. Charles M. Fisher received 
a call'from the Grand View Church, 
which was sustained, and the necessary 
credentials placed in his hands. The 
Calvary Presbyterian Church of Pasa- 
dena was, at its own request, dropped 
from the roll, and its membership 
transferred to the Pasadena Presbyte- 
rian Church, commonly known as the 
First Presbyterian. 

The affairs of the Occidental College 
were brought before the convention on 
report by the Rev. A. Dinsmore, chair- 
man of the committee who made an 
earnest plea for material support of 
the institution, which is just about to 


-enter upon a w:der field of work in the 


educational line. The site secured for 
the college he characterized as an ideal 
one (at Hignland Park,) the building a 
convenient and beautiful structure, but 
some funds are yet needed to complete 
the chapel, and subscription books 
were circulated among the members for 
this purpose. Dr. Dinsmore was ap- 
plauded for his remarks, and was fol- 
lowed by various other delegates in 
support of the plan of denominational 
education, and it seemed at one time as 
though the convention was a ynit,upon 
the question. This position, however, 
was not to go unchallenged, as was 
soon apparent when Samuel McKin- 
ley of Cucamonga arose to make an 
address upon the subject. Mr. McKin- 
ley, who, by the way, is the father of 


Judge J. W. McKinley of this city, re- | 


sides upon a ranch in Cucamonga, but 
is an elder in the Presbyterian Church 
at North Ontario, and a delegate to 
the convention. He said he was aware 
that he stood alone in opposition to the 
idea of denominational schools and col- 
leges. The argument advanced in sup- 
port of them was, he said, that of giv- 
ing the youth a Christian educatuon, 
as if they could not procure a Christian 
education in any of the colleges, semi- 
naries, or even the high schools aind 
common schools with which our coun- 
try abounds. ‘‘Educate a hot of boys for 
the ministry,’ he said, ‘‘and they will 
crowd out the balance of you. The 
profession of preaching is overdone, 
like all the other professions; think of 
the physicians without patients and 
the lawyers without clients; everything 
is overdone except making two blades 
of grass grow where but one grew be- 
fore. 
of men who are educated and have 
nothing to do. One would think from 
the speeches that have been made that 
there "was no way to educate men un- 
less they went through Occidental Col. 
lege. This country has gone to seed on 
the subject of higher education; the 
trouble is, every man wants to be edu- 
cated, and then he cannot work, but 
must have soft»-hands and live in some 
manner without work. If there is any- 
thing pitiful in this world it is to see a 
lawyer with his feet up over his desk 
waiting for clients; if there is anything 
more pitiful than that it is a preacher 
looking in vain for a chance to preach 
for $400 or $500 a year, or a doctor wait- 
ing for somebody to get sick. 

“I make these remarks because of 
the tenor of some of the speeches just 
made urging support for the college 
and reflecting a little severely upon 
those who had failed to contribute. It 
is all we can do in North Ontario to 
support ourselves. We had a mission 
chureh there, but you took away two- 
thirds of our congregation and gave 
them to another church downtown: we 
pay for our preaching, however. When 
we get too poor to do that we will 
turn Quakers and do our own preach- 
ing.”’ 

There were calls for Dr.@. A. Gor- 
don, who spoke briefly in answer to 
the remarks of the pevious speaker. 
Dr. Gordon said. in part: 

“IT am prepared to affirm, in public 
or private, the contrary of what has 
been said by Brother McKinley. Ref- 
erence has been made tevthe fact that 
I am to donate my time this year 
to the service of the college. After 
careful study of the subject I believe 
that the up-building and sustaining of 
this institution is worthy of this dona- 


tion. No more important duty is jn- 
cumbent upon the presbytery and 
church ef Southern California thaa 
this. You may send your sons and 


daughters, whom you/are trying to 
educate for Christian service, to insti- 
tutions in which their faith will be un. 
dermined by the teaching science 


It is pitiful to see the number. 
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A. 
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which is antivtheistic and anti-Chris- 
tian. Let the education of the youth 
pass out from under Christian influ- 
ences and you may as well suspend 
your efforts and shut up your churches. 
It is a matter of life and death with 
the church of Christ whether it re- 
tains within its own hands the edu- 
cation of youth. 

“There is a scientific theory of edu- 
ation, of which Prof. Huxley would 
stand as the representative, and a lit- 
erary theory of which Matthew Arnold 
would be the representative. It mat- 
ters little what these two men think, 
but when you have their views adopted 
by educators it means a great deal. 
The system advocated by Prof. Hux- 
ley is anti-theistic, ‘teaching the youth 
to know the laws of nature and to 
obey those laws, but makes no pro- 
vision for calling forth reverence, grati- 
tude and devotion to God. Put your 
son or daughter under Prof. SHuxley’s 
educational system and that son or 
daughter will be educated into athe- 
ism. 

‘Matthew Arnold insists upon com- 
pleting the education of the man 
physically, intellectually and morally, 
because all this is necessary to make 
up a complete manhood. In that sys- 
tem man is put first. In the Christian 
system God is put first. We want 
Christian schools, that shall lay a 
broad foundation for Christian char- 
acter and Christian service.” 

The following were nominate’ by the 
presbytery as candidates from which 
to choose the trugtees of Occidental 
College: Rev. Hugh K. Walker, Rev. 
J. C. Salisbury, Rev. Charles M. Fisher, 
Rev. Alex Parker, D.D., O. T. John- 
son, Col. Samuel Merrill. 

From the report of the Committee 
on Foreign Missions it appeared that 
the debt of this department had been 
reduced more than one-half since last 
May by contributions, the missionaries 
themselves giving over $10,000. There 
are in the Presbyterian church 250 men 
worth $10,000,000 each.

STOLE WHISKY AND WATER. 


Unfortunate Mistake of a Thief 
Leads to His Capture.

ANOTHER UTOPIAN SCHEME 
HAS FALLEN THROUGH. 


The Co-operatives’ Restaurant and 
Bakery in Charge of a Con- 
atable’s Keeper. 


MANY CLAMORING CREDITORS. 


SCORES OF DUPES WHO LOST 
HEIR TIME AND MONEY. 


President Wilderman’s Peculiar 
Method of Conducting Business 
on Purely Communistic 
Principles. 


The codperative plan of doing busi- 
ness has again been tried and found 
wanting. 

“The Codperatives,’ a Los Angeles 
association for the conduct of business 
upon codperative principles, has gone 
to the wall. All their effects are under 
attachment for debt and the hopes of 
92) chimerical stockholders nave gone 
glimmering. 

It is the old story of fine-spun 
theories that failed to work when put 
to the test; a story of trustful dupes 
who have blindly followed the guidance 
of a man who, to say the least, has 
shown woeful lack of business manage- 
ment. To his credit be it said that the 
majority of the victims interviewed 
were disposed to take a charitable view 
of the cause of the failure and ascribe 
it to bad business methods rather than 
to wilful mismanagement. 

The president and manager of The 
Coéperatives, who seems to be respon- 
sible for the failure, is G. W. Wilder- 
man. He could not be found yesterday 
when a reporter t¥ied to obtain a state- 
ment from him, and it was rumored he 
had left the city. An attorney who saw 
him a few days ago. in reference to 
the financial troubles of the association, 
says Wilderman laughed heartily when 
asked what was the matter with The 
Cobperatives, and replied: “They 
simply won’t-codperate.” 

The lawyer thought Wilderman ap- 
peared to treat the lack of codperation 
as a joke, but the creditors of the con- 
cern and a good many of the stockhold- 
ers fail to see that it is a joking mat- 
ter. Some of them have gone so far 
as to consult the District Attorney to 
see whether Wilderman’s acts have 
been illegal, but no definite opinion has 
been rendered on that point. As he 
was backed by a board of directors 
without whose sanction he was power- 
less to act, it is not probable that he 
can or will be held individually re- 


sponsible, whatever the legal construc- 


tion that may be put on his acts. 

Wilderman is an elderly man, who 
makes codperation his chief hobby. He 
is alleged to have engineered co- 
operative schemes before he came to 
Los Angeles, but it is not of local 
record that they were successful. Upon 
his advent in this city last fall he de- 
livered a number of lectures on his 
favorite topic, and soon gathered 
around him a band of enthusiasts who 
were willing to join him in a scheme to 
do business on the codperative 
The organization of The Codéperatives 

- October 26, 1897, was the result. A 
specious constitution and bylaws was 
drawn up and adopted. The following 
extract from the bylaws gives an idea 
of the principles on which it was 
formed: 

“Any person, male or female, of good 
repute, over the age of 18 years, shall 
be eligible to membership. The admis- 
sion fee shall be $5, and the membership 
fee shall be $100. The admission fee, 
and at least one-tenth of the member- 
ship fee, shall be paid at the time ap- 
plication is made for membership. If 
the candidate is not accepted for mem- 
bership conditioned upon the payment 
of the full membership fee, the fees 
paid at the time of the applicaticn 
shall be returned to the applicant. 


“The membership fee may be paid in‘ 


monthly installments of $10 each. 

“Mhe rights and interests of the mem- 
bers shall be equal, and no member can 
have or acquire a greater interest in 
9 association than any other member 

as. | 

“Patrons who furnish all their patron- 
age to the business of The Codéperatives, 
on which the net profits from such 


patron’s business so furnished amounts’ 


to $15, such patron may secure a mem- 
bership without any cash payment, the 
net profits from such patron’s business 
so furnished, together with his equal 
share of dividends, being relied upon to 
pay the remainder of the membership 

Of the 229 persons whose names are 
on the membership roll, only two paid 
the full membership fee. One of these 
is Miss Lena Tibbetts, a hard-working 
young woman, nearly all of whose 
Savings are Swept away by the failure. 
The other person, who lost $105, is 
Edward Johnson of No, 227 Jouth Main 

? street. Other members lose from $5 
to $15 in cash, and many of\ them vari- 
ous amounts due for labor or for prop- 
erty turned over to the ‘association. 

There is no prospect of any of them 

recovering a cent, but, on the other 

hand, they may be assedsed for the 
liabilities of the association to outside 
creditors. 

When the association was first 
formed, it was proposed to start and 
operate a laundry, but this scheme was 
abandoned for the time being, and a 
bakery and restaurant started 
instead, at No. 317 West Third street. 
Although a‘business of $20 to $40 a day 
was done, it was in active operation 
only about five weeks before the con- 
cern was so hopelessly involved that 
creditors swooped down upon it and 
levied an attachment. 

Dyer & Potter, attorneys for Charles 
Gassen and others, began attachmenr 
proceedings last week. Gassen sued 
for a meat bill amounting to $90.60. A 
writ of attachment was issued, and 
Deputy Constable Fred H. Brakesuhler 
levied on the restaurant and all its 

Deputy Con- 
stable Mugnemi was installed as 
keeper and has remained in possession 
ever since. 

Since the filing of the attacnment 
papers, it has developed that Wilder- 
man had executed a bill of sate to F. 
W. Beaudezart,; for the California 
Supply Company, as security fer a 
bake oven, hot and cold Water attach- 
ment, etc., supplied for the kitchen. 
Lemuel C. Collins has filed notice that 
this bill of sale has been transferred 
to him, and he seeks to enjoin con- 
stable’s sale of the assets for 
the benefit of the creditors 
represented by Attorneys Dyer & 
Potter. Edward Brent, a second-hand 
furniture dealer, has filed a claim to 
the ownership of ,chairs and table 
ware. So a hot and complicated legal 
battle is on for possession of the Co- 
operatives’ assets, with no telling how 
it will end, but it is pretty certain that 


there will not be much left. for any of 


the creditors after the fees of the law- 
yers and court officials are paid. 

As a mark of Wilderman’s misman- 
agement it is alleged that he rented 
the premises where the restaurant was 
located a month and a.half in advams 
of its furnishing. He accepted from 
applicants for membership, in lieu cf 
cash; horses, wagons, or “any old 


thing.” Eleven penny-in-the-slot drink- 


ing fountains, practically worthless, 
were traded in for $750 worth of stock. 
Nearly everybody that applied was 
accepted as a member on condition of 
having a chance to pay for the stock 
with labor. As a consequence there 
was a small army of employés, at 
least twice as many as were needed 
to run the business. 

All the help were fed, but hardly 
any of them ever received any Wages. 
Miss Tibbett, who invested $105 cash, 
not only lost her money, but did not 
receive a cent for four or five weeks’ 
work in the restaurant. The Reality 
Publishing Company of No. 120 Notth 
Spring street, got stuck for $80 or 
$90 worth of printing. 


Wilderman traded membership cer- 


tificates, it is alleged, for room rent 


for himself and wife. Mrs. Wilderman 
was treasurer of the association, but 
there was no money in the treasury 
when the concern was attached. What 
became of the money that was paid 
on membership fees, and taken in over 
the counter of the restaurant is a 
question that the lawyers are trying 
to figure out. They say that so little 
was paid out for running expenses and 
furniture, that there ought to be a 
balance somewhere. 


A SLIMY TRAIL. 


Wilderman’s Record in San Fran- 
ciseo and San Diego. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 13.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] George Washington 
Wilderman is remembered by many 
people whom he duped in this city. In 
the spring of 1895 he and William Mc- 
Crindle organized the ‘‘World’s Chris- 
tian Society” here with a capital of 
$50,000,000. They claimed to own over 
50,000 acres of land’in Lower California. 
The schemers deeded 20,000 acres to 
the society. The land, Wilderman told 
his eager auditors, lay in a fertile val- 
ley about six miles from Ensenada. 
Wilderman and McCrindle allowed it to 
be understood that they got this land 
through a spiritual medium, who went 
into a trance, rolled her eyes, had a 
vision, awoke and told Wilderman of a 
splendid. opportunity near Ensenada. 


Wilderman was governed accordingly. 


There were only two conditions of 
membership in the society. One was 
that each applicant had to be a be- 
liever in the divinity of Christ. The 
other tenet would be accompanied by 
a cash subscription of $100. All that 
joined believed in the divinity of Christ, 
but only a few put up $100. Over a 
hundred members had their names put 
on the roll. 

The society was incorporated, and 
then trouble came. Members became 
suspicious and an investigation showed 
that the land was worthless. Finally 
Wilderman was arrested for felony em- 
hbezzlement. One of hts dupes, Fred 
Larzen, became despondent and com- 
mitted suicide by cutting his throat 
with a razor. The prosecution of Wil- 
derman seemingly never came to a 
head and he left the city. Wilderman, 
it is said, was in San Diego during the 
boom, and left a trail as crooked and 
slimy as that of an angle worm in the 
mud. His claim to the ownership of 
land near Ensenada was clearly forced, 
as the property was covered by the 16,- 
000,000-acre concession of the Mexican 
Land and Colonization Company, an 
Engish corporation. 


CAUGHT IN THE ACT. 


OFFICER TYLER CAPTURES TWO 
BOLD BURGLARS. 


They Were Looting the Cash Regis- 

ter of a First-street Saloon 

When Found—Both are in Jail, 
Believed to Be Professianals.

PLUNGE-BATH PATRIOTS 


YOUNG 


PRANKS OF FESTIVE 
BLOODS AT THE WEST END. 


Secret Society Whose Object ia to 
Fight Spain and Play Practical 
Jokes—Candidates for Member- 
ship Baptized in Westlake Park. 


A burglar alarm turned into the Po- 
lice Station by telephone a few nights 
ago led tou an investigation that dis- 
closed the fact that a number of young 
bloods residing in the western part of 
the city are indulging in some pranks 
of a somewhat sensational nature. 

The mysterious movements of three 
young men in the vicinity of Westlake 
avenue and Tenth street aroused the 
Suspicions of people living 
neighborhood, and somebody reported 
the matter to the police by telephone. 
The report was that three men were 
prowling around as though intent upon 
burglary or a hold-up. Officers Craig 
and Hiriart were ordered to the scene 
of trouble to make an investigation, 
but when they arrived no trace cf the 
Suspects could be found. The follow- 
ing night the same _ officers again 
patroled the neighborhood whence the 
alarm came, but all was quiet. 

Inquiry has since developed that the 
three supposed burglars or footpads 
were three well-known young men re- 
Siding in the Bonnie Brae district, who 
were merely performing some secret 
work for a mystic fraternity to which 
they belong. For some time the pranks 
of the young men belonging to this 
organization have been food for gossip 
in the Westlake Park region. The 
members of the society are nearly all 
sons of wealthy residents of the West 
End and they are a jovial set of fel- 
lows, ranging in age from 16 to 21 
years, 

All the members of the organization. 
are Sworn to take up arms for the gov- 
ernment in case of war . with Spain. 
This plank in the platform of the order 
is held out as an inducement to seek 
membership in the society, and it 
hardly ever fails to catch the young 
man who is approached with a propo- 
sition to join the mystic brotherhood. 

But the principal object of those who 
have once been initiated seems to be 
to have fun at the expense of candi- 
dates for membership. Part of the 
initiation ceremony consists in dous- 
ing the applicant in West Lake. An 
arrangement has been made with the 
boatman at the park, whereby the 
novitiate is marched blindfolded to the 
boathouse and made to walk the plank 
into about five feet of water. To pre- 
vent accident by drowning, a strong 
belt is placed around the victim well. 
up under the armpits. To this a stout 
rope is attached, and half a dozen of 
the initiators hold on to the rape and 
pull the luckless fellow out when they 
think he has had enough of his cold 
bath. Then he is taken to a convenient 
barn and rubbed down to take off the 
chill, and a suit of dry clothes is pro- 
vided him. 

At first the boys were afraid the po- 
lice might interfere with the immersing 
ceremony, but they argued that they 
had as good a right to baptize a can- 
didates for membership by immersionas 
certain religious bodies had, and they 
could not see that it would do the vic- 
tims any more hatm. They succeeded 
in impressing the park policeman and 
the regular officer on the Westlake. 
Park beat favorably from their point 
of view, and the officers became pas- 
oi spectators of the plunge-bath cere- 
mony. 

An initiation was in progress several 
nights ago, but the victim, who had 
undergone various other ordeals, broke 
away and made his escape while being 
led blindfolded to the lake for his bath. 
It was the would-be baptizers search- 
ing for the fugitive that gave rise to 
the alarm that burglars were abroad. 


AN EPISCOPALIAN NOW. 


Bishop Potter Has Contirmed Prof, 
Charles Shields of Princeton. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]

CHEAP MONEY IN NEBRASLBA. 
The complaints from Nebraska, which, 
a couple of years ago, came from the 
farmers, now come from men who used 
to loan money to the farmers. A recent 
dispatch from Omaha points out the 
fact that mortgages in Nebraska are 
being cancelled at the rate of a million 
dollars a month, and says: “There are 
vast sums of money, not only in the 
banks and other financial institutions 
of Omaha, but in other large cities of 
the State, ready for investment on 
reasonable security at 8 per cent, in- 
terest, which cannot be loaned out at. 
this low figure. Less*than two years 
ago 10 per cent. could be obtained with- 
out difficulty. Now farmers dictate 
their own terms in the money markets 
of this and adjacent States.” : 


MONEY FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 
The New York Life Insurance Company 
recently placed at the disposal of the 
United States a loan of $10,000,000, on 
such terms as the national government 
should deem just. In reply Secretary 
Gage telegraphed his thanks for the 
patriotic offer. 


OVERDOING THE THING. There 
is published in New York a journal 


called the Interview, described as “an 
Insurance Examiner.”’ It is a publica- 
tion after the style of Puck, with col- 
ored cartoons and a number of black 
and white cuts.

ROPE. The American Consul at Dun- 
fernline, Scotland, writes, under the 
date of (February 24, the following

“T deem it of sufficent interest to re- 
port that California barley received 
in this Consulate is considered of an 
excellent quality: the malting capabil- 
ities are perfect. The preference here 
for California barley is so marked 
that it is said a reduction in the price 
of Scotch barley is sure to follow. 


FRENCH WINE, John C. Covert, 
American Consul at Lyons, France, 
has sent-an interesting report on the 
French wine industry to the State De- 
partment at Washingion: 

“According to the report the value 
of last year’s vintage was $132.000,000 
about $10,500.000 of which was for the 
high brands. The total vield in all the 
departments was 727,791,245 gallons, and 
the acreage represented by this produc- 
tion Was 4,222,325, or about 100,000 less 
than it Was a year ago. Ten years ago 
the acreage was about 600,000 more than 
last year. but the greatest quantity of 
Wine ever produced in France was in 
1875, when the vield was 873,014,000 gal- 
lons. The decline since that vear has 
not been general. In some departments 
the yield was greater in 18987 than in 
Herault. credited with 211,500,000 
gallons in 1875. produced 227,200,110 gal- 
lons in 1897, although a product of only 
91,980,000 gallons is recorded fer 1895. 


yard, With a record of only 25,780,000 
gallons in 1875, produced 61,629,345 gal- 
lons in 1897 The other departments 
showing gains are: Aude, Pyrenees, 
Orientales, Bouches du Rhone, Rhone 
and Ain. -All the others show losses, 


compared with 1575, the Gironde having 
the worst record, dropping from 118,- 
510,000 to 30,066,210 gallons. 

“The Consul states that all of this 
product, except the $10,500,000 men- 
tioned as representing high grades, was 
the common wine drunk by the people 


or their immediate vicinity. 
that in many families the consumption 
is about one quart per, day for each 
grown person. In addition to the home 
Product the French also consume 4 
large quantity of imported wine. The 
imports in some years have exceeded 
200,000,000 gallons: last year they were 
131,832,500 gallons. 

“The next greatest producer of wines 
is Italy, with a record of 485,000,000 gal- 
lons in 1897, and Spain, with 447,750,000 
gallons. In 1897 California. surpassed 
all her previous records of wine produc: 
tion with a total output of 
galfons, the largest previous vintage 
being that of 1893, when 25,000,000 gal- 
lons were produced. In addition to 
France, Italy and Spain, there are six 


other FEurepean countries showing 4 
greater production than California, 
Roumania., with 72.500,000;: Austria- 


Hungary, 62,500,000; Russia, 56,250,000; 
Portugal, 46,250,000; Germany, 47,250,- 
000, and Turkey with 40,500,000 gallons. 
“One of the striking statements in Mr. 
Covert's report is that relating to the 
value of high-grade wines. If the prod- 
uct of the best brands was only worth 
$10,500,000 in 1897, what proportion of the 
quantity this amount. represents will 
the rest of the world get? The annual 
consumption. of high-priced French 
Wines in this and other countries is 
so jarge as to suggest the idea that 
very much of the common wine of 
the country masquerades under ‘Cha- 
teau’ labels when it reaches America 
and England. 
nine out of ten persons who profess 
to be able to distinguish a fine French 
wine are really giving their approval 
to beverages for which the French 
peasant pays about nine or ten cents 
a quart. It might be well for the 
connoisseur who judges a vintage by 
the label of the bottle to keep these 
facts in mind. If he does, he will 
not make the blunder of supposing 
that all the 33,480,000 gallons of French 
wine exported:-in 1897 was high-grade. 
Indeed, if he inquires into the matter, 
he will probably find that much of it 
did not begin to rate with the 31,- 
500,000 produced in California.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


AN OPENING IN MEXICO. Ac- 
cording to Modern Mexico, one of the 
best openings for American capital in 
Mexico at the. present time is offered 
by the great demand throughout the 
republic for building stone. The jour- 
nal referred to says: 

“The opening of extensive quarries, 
where stone would be worked by mod- 


ern methods, is an investment that 
could be made to pay handsomely. 


There is a great deal of building going 
on, not only in the capital, but in all 
the cities of importance in Mexico. 
Stone is practically the only material 
used for buildings here, and the de- 
mand for fine and ornamental stone is 
constantly increasing. With the pos- 
sible exception of machinery for work- 
ing marble at Orizaba, there is not a 
plant in the country for the sawing end 
working of rock. Among other induce- 
ments to an immediate investigation 
of this subject is the fact that plans 
are now being chosen for the new Fed- 
eral Capitol, which will soon be erected. 
It will be one of the finest on the con- 
tinent and will necessitate a large 
amount of fine cut stone in its con- 
struction. There have been no careful 


examinations made for ornamental 
stone in México, with the exception 
of those made for tecoll (Mexican 


onyx,) but in several localities there is 


known to be building stone of good 


quality. Near Queretaro there are 
quarries, easily accessible, which pro- 
duce a very fine quality of hard, red, 
close-grained stone, susceptible of tak- 
ing polish: in the vicinity of Guana- 
juato there are various qualities of 
green and red sandstone, easily worked, 


-and well adapted to ornamental uses; 


near San Luis Potosi are found some 
close-grained and hard granite which 
makes handsome building stone; not 
far from Casadero there is a rock, eas- 
ily workable and soft, which quickly 
hardens after exposure to the atmos- 
phere. From these indications it is 
evident that building stone is to be 
found in Mexico’in great abundance 
and variety. The person or company 
starting a modern rock-working plant, 
would have a practical monopoly of the 
business, and the railroads would be 
glad to offer every facility for the es- 
tablishment of such an enterprise.”

NEW YORK, April 13.—Net losses ranging 
from 2 to 5 points in the active leaders of 
speculation, an animated close to the day's 
trading with almost the bottom level of the 
day and heavy blocks of securities offering 
for sale were the features of today’s mar- 
ket... The point of order in the Senate which 
sent the consideration of the Cuban resolu- 
tion over a day rallied the market slightly, 
but all reports from Washington were taken 
to mean that, though there might be delay, 
there was little doubt that the ultimate ac- 
tion of Congress would be such as would 
necessarily constitute a casus belli by repu- 
diating Spanish sovereignty in Cuba. 

The Spanish 4 per cent. bonds were with- 
out support at any of the European centers, 
and the heavy tone of Americans helped the 
growing belief in war. e early weakness 
on+the local exchange was due in great part 
to liquidation of foreign account in Ameri- 
can securieties. Sales of all the interna- 
tional stocks for London account were more 
urgent than any time since the Cuban ques- 
tion has been at isue. There was not much 
added pressure of local liquidation in the 
early trading. It is not improbable that the 
large selling for London account was in- 
fluenced by the money market's condition 
in London. The open market rate for call 
money there has been raised to about the 
bank rate of 4 per cent. Berlin discount has 
also risen to 349 per cent., compared with 
the bank rate of 4 per cent., and money 
hardened appreciably in Paris today. With 
call money in the local market responding 
with a rise to 4 per eent., there is no di- 
minution in the pressure in foreign cen- 
ters for gold to ship to New York. It is 
the expectation in wall street that the Bank 
of England will raise the rate of its discount 
to 6° per cent. should war be decared be- 
tween the United States and Spain. With 
large stocks of exchange in New York still 
to be drawn upon, this condition of affairs 
might easily have been the impelling cause 
for London selling of American securities 
in an effort to ameliorate the exchange condi- 
tion.. There was some very heavy holdings 
thrown over in the final dealings today and 
no confident support was manifest anywhere 
in the list. The bond market displayed an 
increasing pressure of liquidation as the day 
progressed and losses are general through- 
out.

The big trading, however, 
was done in July. All classes of buyers came 
into the market, but offerings were dec‘d- 
edly limited until the price got up to &6%.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


AN IMPETUS GIVEN TO TRADE 
WITH LOWER CALIFORNIA. 


The Mountain Water Company Shuts 
Down on All Work on Account 
of the Action of the Railroads. 
Important Mining Transfer. 


SAN DIEGO, April 13.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A change has come over the 
actions of the Lower California Development 
Company in its dealings with merchants of 
this city. Heretofore the general manager 
of the company has fought shy of dealing 
very heavily here, making most of his pur- 
chases in San Frarfcisco. The company is a 
heavy purchaser, and the business was much 
sought for. When the new manager assumed 


cently of London—he looked into the state 
of affairs, and determined to trade here. 
As a result, tonight’s steamer will carry to 
Ensenada a big cargo of general merchan- 
dise, some of it for the company’s stores at 
Ensenada and San Quintin, and much for 
the company®s steamers and inland stations. 

“Our relations with the Lower California 
Development Company have assumed very 
cordial terms,’’ said one of the leading mer- 
chants this morning. “We tried, in the 
name of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers 
Association, to open business relations with 
Lower California, but could not do much. 
We found Mr. Allsop, the late manager, hard 
to do business with. But when Mr. Pack- 
ard came, he called %n us, inquired the rea- 
son we were not doing business with Lower 
California, and when he learned why, he 
promptly said he would remedy that and 
deal here as much as possible hereafter, in 
order to take advantage of the reduced time 
and saving in freight rates. 

“The reason why we could not do busi- 
ness with Allsop was that he kept a guard 
of from one to three servants about him, 
making him. almost unapproachable. No 
man could go to Ensenada and return the 
same day. There was an exclusiveness that 
was entirely too thick for an American to 
penetrate. I thought my agent was not per- 
sistent enough, and I went down myself to 
see Allsop. After a hard tussel, I man- 
aged to see him, but the interview was not 
productive of good, and I did not blame my 
clerk for throwing up his position rather 
than humiliate himself by truckling to such 
aristocratic notions. 

“All this nonsense has been done away 
with, and the new general manager is as 
easy to approach as anybody else. Business 
is unrestricted, and we expect therefore to 
get the share belongin to us. I have hopes 
that the enlarged commerce will lead to the 
establishment of larger steamers between 
here and Ensenada.’”’ 


WATER QUESTION POSTPONED. 


The joint Water Committee of the Coun- 
cil met yesterday afternoon to consider the 
request of the Southern California Mountain 
Water Company to be-released from its con- 
tract with the city. A brief discussion re- 
vealed that the City Attorney had hopes 
of a speedy decision from the Supreme 
Court in regard to the bond issue, upon the 
validity of which hinges the contract be- 
tween the city and the Mountain Water Com- 
pany. Mr. Doolittle, City Attorney, told the 
committee that the matter was in the Su- 
preme Court, where it had been taken from 
Judge Torrance’s court, and that a decision 
could be expected shortly, according to in- 
formation he had received from San Fran- 
cisco. 

Judge Torrance, in deciding the case, which 
is entitled Meyer vs. the City of San Diego, 
held that the bonds for the new water sys- 
tem were valid. This decision was greatly 
strengthened later by a decision of the Su- 
preme Court, holding that the words, ‘‘pay- 
able in gold coin of the United States,”’’ 


appears that the usual and lawful form of a 
bond is ‘‘payable in “lawful money of the 
United States.’’ As the San Diego water 
bonds are payable in gold coin, this questioh 
was regarded as a very serious one until 
decided in the affirmative by the Supreme 
Court. 

The Water Committee yesterday decided, 
in view of the expected early decision, to 
postpone all action. If the bonds are de- 
clared invalid this will settle the whole mat- 
ter, and if not, the city will be as free, or 
more free, than at present to decide what is 


In the mean time, the Southern California 
Mountain Water Company has gone ahead on 
the theory that its request would be granted. 
It has shut down all work at Morena dam 
and closed down elsewhere, discharging the 
men and placing the machinery in position 
to lie idle for at least two years. The rea- 
son for stoppage is given as the adverse ac- 
tion of the railroads toward the citrus-fruit 
industry of Southern California, making the 
cultivation of fruit*profitless and the devel- 
opment of water therefore a superfluity. 


MINING SALE AT BANNER. 


A deed was filed in this city yesterday 
transfering the Kentuck S. and Cheerful Mo- 
ments mine in Banner district from L. N. 
Bailey to the California Gold Mining and 
Milling Company for $1,000,000. The company 
is backed with New York capital, and de- 
velopment upon the mines is to begin at 
once, according to she announcement of 
C. E. Bailey, representing the company. It 
is not believed that anything like a million 
was paid for the mines, but at the same time 
they are known tosbe rich, and the innocent 
addition of a cipher or two, an old mining 
trick, does not detract from the richness of 
the old Kentuck S. Twenty years ago $57,000 
was taken out of one chute in that mine. 
but too much water and too little money led 
to the practical abandonment of work. 

Mr. Bailey announces that it is the in- 
tention of the company to run a 1200-foot 
tunnel through the hill, opening up the 
Kentuck S. and four others, besides drain- 
ing the country and providing for crushing 
large quantities of ore. A. twenty-five- 
stamp mill will be put in. The tunnel will be 
cut by air-compressor drills, power for 
which is to be obtained from the water from 
the tunnel. 

The Ranchita, Elebada and several other 
mines at Banner are now in bonanza, and it 
is expected a mining boom will follow the 
opening of the tunnel.

FIRE AT AZUSA,

SIX BUILDINGS DESTROYED 
TERDAY AFTERNOON, 


Only the Heavy Wall of the Bank 
Building Prevented the Destruc- 
tion of the Town—No One In. 
jured. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

AZUSA, April 13. — [Exclusive D‘spatch.} 
Six buildings with most of their contents 
were totally destroyed by fire this afternoon, 
and for a time the entire town was threat- 
ened with destruction. Only the heavy fire 
wall of the bank building prevented a spread 
of the flames, for Azusa is without fire pro- 
tection other than that furnished by a 
quickly-organized bucket brigade. 

The fire originated at 2:15 p.m. in a narrow 
passageway between Schwarke's saloon and 
Fred Farlow’s clubroom on the east side of 
Azusa avenue south of the Santa Fé Railroad 
tracks. A quantity of oil and gascline was 
stored there, and arqund it were several old 
oil barrels. It is supposed that the cause of 
the fire was spontaneous combustion. When 
it was discovered the blaze had communicated 
to the oil and was beycnd control. The wind 
was blowing in the direction of the bank 
building, and sparks from the fire soon iz- 
nited several of the frame houses between the 
saloon and the railroad tracks. Schwarke’s 
saloon with all its stock was soon in ashes, 
and his residence, which adjoined the saloon, 
also burned to the ground. Most of bis 
household goods were saved. Farlow’s club- 
room was the next building to go, and An- 
drews’s saloon, which adjoined it, was alto 
destroyed. From this saloon tg: fire spread 
to Bonbure’s restaurant, wh ca occupied a 
frame building owned by A. P. Griffith, the 
place being known as Giffith’s corner. Lane’s 
livery stable next caught fire and burned 
down. All of the livery stock, except the 
Next to the stable was the 
bank building, a brick structure with héavy 
fire walls. For a time it was thought the 
bank would burn down, and the books were 
removed to a place of safety. The wall 
stopped the fire, which burned itself out. 

The Santa Fé depot and Porter Bros.’ pack- 

ing-house were ignited several times, but 
nearly one hundred men directed their efforts 
toward saving these buildings, and succeeded, 
The loss is estimated at $10,000, with cnly 
partial insurance. 
_ The burned buildings, with the exception 
of Schwarke’s residence, were one-story frame 
structures. The residence was a two-story 
affair. No one was injured during the fire,

STILL A MYSTERY. 


NO LIGHT UPON THE DISAP- 
PEARANCE OF FOUNTAIN. 


Sheriff Garrett's Boasted Evidence 
Amounts to Nothing buat Hearsay 
and Inference. 


PROSECUTION BREAKING DOWN. 


ITS OWN WITNESSES PROVE AN 
ALIBI FOR ONE DEFENDANT. 
Another Version of the TPosse’s 
Famous Expedition to Oliver 
Lee's Ranch—No Pividence 
Lee. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
EL PASO (Tex.,) April 13.—[lxclu- 


sive Dispatch.] Last night it Wes gen- 
erally believed that the: prosecution in 
the Fountain case would close today, 
and many looked for sensational Gevel- 


proceedings lasted only about an hour 
and were devoid of sensuiions. ‘The 
whole of today’s evidence was rather 
favoravle to the defendants. B 
Wooton of Fresnal, and Charles Meyer 
of La Luz testified .to Carr's presence 
in La Luz on February 1, i86, the day 
of the supposed murder. Carr's horse 
Was sweating, and he said that he had 
been running stock. After pur- 
chasing supplies he left in the di- 
rection of his ranch in Eresnal Canon, 
‘east of town. On cross-examinution, 
Meyer said Carr was‘in the habit of 
coming to his store every few days tor 
supplies. 

Sheriff Patt Garrett, the famous 
slayer of Billy the Kid, was called to 
the stand. Those who looked for rome- 
thing important from him were doomed 
to disappointment. He told how he 
had visited the pool of blood at the 
scene of the alleged hold-up some time 
after the others. He said he had noth- 
ing to say except what had already 
been gone over. Judge Fall asked him 
if he had heard that Bud Nelson ,had 
bled a horse where the pool of blood 
was found in the sand. His testimony 
scarcely lasted five minutes. 

The prosecution then asked for an ad- 
journment until tomorrow morning, as 
some important witnesses had not yet 
arrived. No objection was made by 
the defense, and ethe request was 
granted. The chief witnesses wanted 
are Adam J. Dieter of Tularosa, and 
Deputy Sheriff John Meadows. The 
latter is out with a posse in search of 
Lee and Gilliland. He was one of the 
posse that went in search of Fountain’s 
body. A number of witnesse are here 
to testify on behalf of the defense, but 
no one can say definitely what the line 
of defense will be. When seen this aft- 
ernoon at the jail, the prisoners de- 
clined to make any material statement 
concerning their case, but said the pub- 
lic would soon have a chance to hear 
their. side of the affair. They have no 
fault to find with their treatment, and 
have no fears but that the trial wil] ve- 
sult in their favor. 

PROSECUTION BREAKING DOWN.

LAS CRUCES (N. M.,) April 13.—[Ex- 
Clusive Dispatch:] Witnesses for the 
prosecution testified that Carr, one of 
the men arrested, could not have been 
at the scene of the murder of Col.

A CHINAMAN’S PLAINT. 


Police Officer Ross Phillips Being 
Sued for 85085. 

The damage suit instituted by a Chi- 
naman named Wong Sun Sue against 
Police Officer Ross Phillips, to recover 
$5085 for injuries sustained, was on trial 
in the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terday before Judge Wellborn and a 
jury. The charge alleged by the com- 
plainant is that the defendant, Phil- 
lips, entered his store on Marchessault 
street on the pretense that a game of 
fantan wus being carried on, and un- 
mereifully struck Wong Sun Sue over 
the head with his club, splitting his 
head open, and inflicting several seri- 
ous wounds. 

The evidence put in yesterday went 
to show that the complainant, with celrg 
tain of his associates, were about finish- 
ing supper when Phillips burst in, and 
assaulled the aged Chinaman. The 
latter was taken to the Receiving. Hos- 
pital when Dr. Hagan summoned to 
his assistance two other surgeons. 

This is the same case which led to 
Police Office Phillips walking the car- 
pet before the Police Commissioners, 
when, after prolonged examination, he 
was exonerated and so no legal founda- 
tion was laid for an action to recover 
from the city. 

The action now on trial has provoked 
great interest in Chinatown, as any 
award to the complainant will serve 
to decide the right of the Chinese to 
have their premises accorded the same 
respect as those of other people.
